THE JUDGE’S DRY REMARK. 
Special Dispaich to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasninerton, D. C., Sept. 6.—“ Mr. Inger- 
soll, I believe the audience is all here,”’ said 
Judge Wylie this morning in his dry Scotch 
humor, as he took his seat in the star-route 
trial, and looked about upon a court-room so 
densely packed that the mass of men’ sitting 
and standing upon the window-sills darkened 
the flerce glare of one of the hottest suns of 
the summer. The audience was all there, 
and it was well repaid for waiting to lsten 
to the very remarkable speech of Col. Robert 
Ingersoll. All knew that he could be eloquent, 
and all expected the touching peroration 
which left few dry eyes in the room, but all’ 
did not expect that Mr. Ingersoll’s legal ar- 
gument would be se clear, compact, and 
powerful as to give it the front rank amoung 
the purely legal speeches in this trial, where 
so eminent lawyers have been engaged. The 
Associated Press: gives in detail the speech 
delivered, The star-route people tonight are 

VERY JUBILANT, 

and say that the effort of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral cannot be compared withit. It was full 
of bright things, and the legal points 
which MKIngersoll wisbed to inipress 


upon _ the jury were stated in a 
remarkably lucid manner, clear as the spar 
crystal from which he drew one of his most 
pertinent illustrations. “‘ Every fact in the 
world,” he said, “ will fit into every other 
fact exactly. A lie will fitinto nothing but 
another lie made for the purpose. The time 
will come when the lie will be joined to the 
truth, and it makes a bad joint.” He 


analyzed Walsh’s testimony in this 
manner: “A rich man borrows with 
interest, and a banker loans  with- 


out security. It is a proposition which 
would create suspicion in credulity itself.” 
“Speaking of suspicion, it always attaches 
to those accused of crime,’”’ he said. “ You 

ut something good ina newspaper about 
Mr. Smith and no one will readit. You put 
sumething bad in it about Mr. Smith and you 
will have to run the presses all night 
to supply his nelghbors.. “Some of the news- 
papers have several hundred columas for 
which it would be very hard to get facts 
enough to fill them, and the publishers print 
what they can sell. itis a constant compli- 
ment to the human race that rascality is still 
considered af news. The object of the prose- 
cution has been to have this verdict carried 
by universal suffrage.” Once only did Mr. 
ingersoll refer to 

HIS PECULIAR “ RELIGIOUS” NOTIONS. 

Mr. Merrick had told the jury that it should 
be without sympathy; that it should be like 
an icicle; that it should be Godlike. “A 
cool conception of the divinity,” said the in- 
fidel lecturer witha sneer. ‘“ That is notmy 
doctrine. Kindness is the token of great- 
ness. Malice is a part of smali souls. ho- 
ever allows the feeling of brotherhood to die 
in his soul becomes the companion of 
wild beasts.”” Mr. Ingersoll’s peroration was 
a touching, pathetic picture of the love of 
woman, the text for which he found in the 
constant attendance of Mrs. Dorsey in the 
trial.

He 
never took his eye from Col. Ingersoll or 
the jury. It was the Attorney-General of 
the United States. At the conclusion of 
Mr. Ingersoll’s peroration Attorney-General 
Brewster rose and informed the court thas 
he expected the argument to continue longer, 
and had left his papers at home. He there- 
fore asked an adjournment, which was 
granted. ‘The recess over, Mr. Brewster 
took the place which Mr. Ingersoll had va- 
cated, and held it for the afternoon. The 
Attorney-General in the recess had changed 
his dress, and made his bow to the Judge 
clothed in a suit of dark olive-green. The 
audience had changed somewhat, but had 
not diminished. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL HAS BUT COM> 
MENCED 

his argument. He did not attempt to follow 
the case in detail, or pursue any methodical 
order. Ina pleasing, conversational way, he 
tried to take the jury into his confidence, 
helped to make some weak spots in the pros- 
ecution strong. His method of delivery is 
very earnest, his gestures are peculiar, hig 
face lights up with enthusiasm, and be im- 
presses the hearers with a sincere conviction 
of the guilt of the accused. The defense 
had sought to embarrass him by claiming 
that it was the first time au Attorney-General 
of the United States had ever appeared in 
such a cause. He showed that fora long 
series of years on the contrary it was 
THE CUSTOM OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
of the United States to appear in court in 
just such cases. In the course of his argu- 
went he coma plimen toe: in the very highest 
terms, the ability of Mr. Merrick. Tomorrow 
the Attorney-General will probably deal 
with the details of the case. Today a carp- 
ing critic might say that he showed a more 
intimate knowledge of the british peerage 
than of the evidence in the star-route con- 
spiracy.

GEN. BRAGG FIGHTING A HARD BATTLE— 

ONE HUNDRED BALLOTS AND NO CHOICE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

West Benn, -Wis., Sept. 6—This little 
town has been the scene of many political 
conventions and of many warm political 
fights, but never before in its history did_-it 
witness such an excitement or such a con- 
test as has been seen today in the attempt to 
nominate a Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress tor the new Second District. Gen. 
Brage, the present Congressman from the 
old Fifth District and candidate for renomi- 
nation, arrived with a number of 
his delegates and personal friends 
last night and made headquarters at 
the Washington Hotel. At 2 o’clock 
this morning State Senator Delaney, 
of Dodge County, Gen. Bragg’s opponent, 
arrived with his forces. At an early hour 
friends of the two candidates and curiosity- 
seekers from the surrounding country began 
to come in, and by the time the convention 
was called to order at 12 o’clock, at the 
court-house, @ large number of strangers 
were intown. It was known from the first 
that the new Congressional District Commit- 
tee had been made up in Delaney’s interest, 
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o of the convention was 
conceded y’s supporters. State 
Senator Munt, of West Bend. was chosen 
Chaifman, and Assemblyman B. F. Sherman 
Bocretary. 

The cortvention then adjourned till 2 
o'clock. At that hotr the contest began in 
earnest. ‘I'he tirst ballot showed the conven- 
tion equally divided, fourteen for’ Delaney 
and fourteen for Bragg. ‘The court-house 
was packed with spectators, and the greatest 
interest was manifested. ‘The balloting 
went on with no change till 5:50 o’clock, 
when an adjoufnment was taken for supper, 
100 ballots having. been taken.’ 

After adjournment informal conferences 
were held, and both, sides avowed an inten- 
tion to stick till election day.if necessary. 
Before adjourning it was voted that any dele- 
gate — absent himself from the proceedings 
at any time, and select his own substitute. 
This action taken was generally accepted as 
evidence of the purpose of both parties to 
keep up the struggle for an indefinit period. 

Your correspondent found Gen. “bragg 
quietly enjoying himself in his room at the 
hotel receiving a few personal friends. He 
expressed the belief that the fight would be 
very long, and showed no signs of any lack 
of contidence in the result. Mr. Delaney re- 
mained in the court-house or in its immedi- 
ate vicinity, holding frequent consultations 
with his supporters. The sympathies of the 
spectatofs appeared to be about equally 
divided between the two contestants, any 
apparent advange gained by either side in 
the minor proceedings being received with 
much enthusiasm. 

The evening session was held at Schlitz 
Hall, and began promptly at 7:30 o'clock. 
Two Bragg men and one Delaney man were 
excused, and appointed substitutes. Ballot- 
ing began and went on without any change 
from the result of the afternoon, 14 to 14 be- 
ing recorded each time. After twenty-five 
ballots had been taken, on motion of Judge 
Lamoreaux, of Dodge County, one of De- 
laney’s active workers, a recess of twenty 
minutes for conference was taken. 

When the convention was called to 
order again it was found that the con- 
ference had resulted in nothing, and the 
balloting continued. Twenty-ive times more 
were the names of the delegates called, and 
the result * no choice” announced, making 
150 ballots altogether, when the convention 
adjourned until tomorrow worning. The 
delegates still assert they will hold out and 
stand by their men till election day. The 
suggestion nas been made, and meets with 
some approval, that the convention adjourn 
without making a flomination, and let the 
two canaidates take the field independently.

It may be diffleulé to get our 
leaders to sacrifice the support of an intluen- 
tial party by adopting a too national and very 
plain program, which would leaye can- 
didates no  loop-hole for escape 
frem their husting pledges; but that difl- 
culty, if it exist, must be evercome, ‘This 
country is sick and tired of half-and-haif 
principles and measures. 1 myself do not 
like to talk about Home-Rule, Federation, 
and all that; and yet it is dangerous to allow 
our people to be deluded with a ery of that 
kind which they do not understand. To talk 
about Federation before we get our inde- 
pendent legislation, or even see any prospect 
of it, is like putting the car before the horse. 
Repeal of the Union would be mord intel- 
ligible, feasible, and far more proper. 

Why should we not have a Parliament in 
College Green as independent as that which 
was forced in the year 1782 from King George 
the Third by the combined eloquence of 
G renee and the logic of 100,000 Irish volun- 
teers ; 

Let us have no compromise this time. Let 
us have no uncertainty or ambiguity. Let 
our program be clear and definit—every can- 
didate being pledged to the performance of 
the same befure being taken up by 
a constituency. I have had opportu- 
nities of know the feelings of 
& majority of my countrymen. have 
spoken at over 100 public meetings 
during the last six years—and I undertake to 
say that, if we get the opportunity, we will 
return Nationalists in three-fourths of the 
counties and boroughs of Lreland; provided, 
however, we have the proper men, means 
of paying their election-expenses, and can 
furnish them wich a moderate salary. The 
people of this country are disgusted with the 
treatment they receive from many ef. their 
own members. ‘They are determined to re- 


turn thorough Nationalists the next 
time, We can = furnish suitable 
men if we start early in the canvass; 


if not, the United States can fill ont the 
quota lt is surprising what a wonderful 
change has taken place in the feelings of our 
people suring, Oe ast few years. Not long 
since many of us believed in Gladstone and 
a Liberal Government; but pow, our eyes 
having been opened, we realize the folly of 
ee any hope on the promises of a Prime- 
Minister or the goag¢_intentions of a Govern- 
ment, be it Tory or Liberal. Lam anxious 
to see returned to Parliament a 
sufficiept number of thoreugh Nation- 
alists—men who will advance our cause, 
propagate our principles, and serve our coun- 
try faithfully inside and. outside the House 
of Commons. It would be an immense ad- 
vantage fur us to do so; for, when other 
means are not available—when coercion acts 
fetter ouractions. muzzie our tongues, silence 
our press, and deprive us of the last remnant 
of liberty—I think we are justifiable in avail- 
ing oursélves of the last resource where we 
can do good without sacrificing principle— 
the House of Commons. 

l have thus far written principally on the 
National aspect of the question of the pay- 
ment of members, beeause 1 think ita feature 
worthy of consideration. 

If you assist us with your dollars, as you 
have always done for a less worthy objeet, 
send no money until you arethoroughly sat- 
isfied that it will not be paid to or for any 
man but a true Nationalist. 

But 1 would:like to see Nationalists, like 
other men, reasonable and practical. The 
world was not made in a day; neither can 
we expect to accomplish the great object 


of our lives—the independent eg- 
islation of Ireland— in a day. 
While waiting and struggling for that event, 


we should not be unmindful of anything 
else that might lessen our burden, ameliorate 
our condition, or forward our objects. For 
instance? while going in for suffrage, we 
should not refuse any measure which would 
extend the franchise by lowering the qualifi- 
cation. The program which 1 suggested in 
the United Iretand of July 15 I adhere to 
now, with the addition. of the abolition of 
the House of Lords. Brieily, my pro- 


gram is this: First, National _legis- 
lative independence. Secondly, religious 
equality. Third, a peasant proprietary, 


the compulsory breaking-up of grass-farms, a 
levying of local rates on all lands one-fourth 
of which is not kept in cultivation, and the 
reclamation of all bogs and wastes, with 
suitable plots of land and cottages for the 
luborers. Fourth, trienni Parliaments. 
Fifth, the abolition of the House of Lords 
and all hereditary titles. Sixth, the payment 
of members and their ~eXpenses, 
peewee election of all loca) boards by 
allot. Eighth, the right of all subjects to 
bear arms. 

Of course we will be laughed at by the 
British Government when we make these 
demands; but what care we for th They 
will undoubtedly answer Never, when we 
ask for any of these concessions; but whocan 
say What tomorrow may bring forth? Who 
can write the future history of our country ? 
Who can‘foretell what 1s inthe womb of 
time? The British Government my yet get 
into difficulties, such as she had to contend 
with during the American War of Inde- 
pendence and the French War. Who can say 
that the answer would then be Never ? 

I have already written to an unreasonable 
extent, but 1 trust not more so than the im- 
portance of the subject demands. Regard- 
ing the rules of organization, we must guard 
against too much centralization, and have 
every part of the country represented. ‘This 
can be easily accomplished; but no time 
should be lost in sending out competent men 
to act as organizers. Four of these 
should be appointed—one for each 
province—who would be 
give their whole time and _ attention 
to the work until the committees were in 
thorough working order, and of course be 

aid. The appointment of organizers is the 
irst and most important consideration— 
ah te Natiovalists, and no others Will 

ull. 

The question of revenue presents no dif- 
ficulties whatever. 1 confidently estimate 
the yearly revenue at £60,000 from allsourees. 
This would be more than adequate to salary 
seventy or eighty members, and pay ail 
expenses connected with the proper working 
of the organization, The very least we ean 
calculate upon would be one shilling per 
house for 1,000,000 of houses—£50,000 per 
ear. Many, ot course, will not pay at all; 

ut, even if one-half paid, two shillings each 
would be a small average, The sinaliest 
ree that we will! receive from farm- 
ers towmeqongs would bea shilling, 
while we would receive as high as £10 or 
po more from rich sympathizers. 


ousidering the generosity of our 
friends on your side of 
Atlantic, £10,000 per year would not 


be too much to expect from them. If we 
could send out organizers at onee, and start 
the ball rolling in the proper direction, a ma- 
terial advantage would be gained. Lf luke- 
waria pairiots or soi-disant Nationalists get 
the start of us, it would be a disastrous 
blow to the National cause,

One party 
thrashed sixty acres of wheat and got 160 
bushels, very heavy, and eighteen acres of 
oats and gota thousand bushels by measure, 
weighing over forty pounds to the bushel. 
The most remarkable yield ever heard of here 
was thrashed Saturday—636 bushels of oats 
by measure off of five acres, oats weighing 
very heavy, Ae sgn forty-five pounds to 
the bushel. This sounds big, but the party 
who raised it is vyouching for the 
truth. of it. On low, flat land 
in some parts of Traverse County, where 
small crops have been raised before, the 
yleld will run from twenty to thirty bushels 
of wheat and sixty to ninety bushels of oats 
per acre; wheat nearly all stacked in good 
shape; think our county will average of or 
eight bushels of wheat per acre more than 
last year. 

Caledonia—From reports gathered from 
different parts of the county (Austin) from 
those who have thrashed, the yield per acre 
will be twelve to thirteen Sashele of wheat 
and about forty of oats, which is not quite 
as good as expected before harvest, but is 
the best we have had for seven years.

A Three-Thousand-Dollar Haul by a 
Couple of Smooth Gentlemen Up at 
St. Paul, Minn.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 6.—Quite an 
exciting scene, occurred at the corper of 

Nicallet and Washington avenues a little be- 

forel o’clock. A stout, florid-faced gentle- 

A. New- 
comb, of St. Louis, who has extensive prop- 
erty interests in the Northwest, suddenly 
marched up to two strangers who were 
standing on the sidewalk, and grasping them 
by the collar, one with each hand, ex- 
claimed, “Gentlemen, I am _ =«¢glad to 
meet you again.” One of the men 
struck the Judge violently on the arm and 
broke away. ‘The other struggled violently, 
but the Judge held on to him manfully, at 
the same time yong lustily for the police. 
The stranger made desperate efforts to get 
away, and the struggle continued for several 
minutes, when Chief Munger put in an ap- 
pearance and gathered the arrested party 
into the cooler on a charge of swin- 
dling, preferred by Judge New- 
comb. The. Judge recognized the 
men as the ones who relieved a friend of 
$3,000 in St. Pauladay or two since. On 
arriving at the station Judge Newcomb said 
he was positive that the man arrested and 
his pal who got away were the parties want- 
ed. The man arrested is about 30 years old, 
slender, medium hight, with full black 
beard, and neatly dressed in  biack.

The Veterans and Congressman Davis. 

An adjourned meeting of veterans of the 
Third Congressional District was held last 
evening in Martine’s Hall, on Ada street. 
The attendance was very large, and was not 
entirely composed of old soldiers. 

It was evident from the first that the Davis 
men had captured the gathering and the 
facts afterwards proved it. The meeting 
was very noisy, and the Davis side had its 
own way pretty much. Col]. Davis was pres- 
ent in the crowd. ‘Recorder Brockway 
called the meeting to order and stated that 
its object was to consider the resolutions of- 
fered at the last meeting, in . which 
Col. Davis was charmed with turning 
his back upon old soldiers, and especiaily 
the prisoners of war. Mr. Brockway called 
upon Mr. La Baume, the author of the 
char to step forward and sustain them. 

Col. Davis being called for, Mr. Martin 
Howard arose and hoped that the meeting 
would be conducted as was becoming to vet- 
erans, and thought Mr. La Baume should step 
forward with his witnesses and. prove 
his charges. This was not a méeting in fa- 
vor of any candidate, but one to investigate 
serious charges made against a comrade. 

W. J. Maskeli wanted to be heard upon 
charges made against him last week as the 
publisher of a soldiers’ paper. ‘The comrade 
was called to order, and Comrade La Baume 
was loudly cailed for, but he failed to ma- 
terialize. 4 .4j. Gloss, who offered the ‘reso- 
lutions, being called for, said that he had of- 
fered them upon statements made by 
others, including Capt. Stone. He had offered 
the resolutions with the idea that he was to 
be supported in the charges by the Chair- 
man of the Prisoners of War Association. 
The friends of the resolution who aimed to 
get it before the last meeting held in the hall 
were howled down, and had no chance to 
state orsustain their charges. He did not 
say that he came prepared to support the 
allegations made: but he undérstood that 
Cok La Baume was to be present to make 
his statement. As a matter of courtesy 
he would waive the resolutions to give Col. 
Davis a chance to talk, but he declined to 
withdraw them for that purpose. There 
were loud cries of “* No, no!’’ and the resolu- 
tions were neither suspended nor withdrawn. 

Mr. Martin Howard said that he was pres- 
ent as a Republican, but their witnesses 
were not there to sustain their charges. 
If they were ready to sustain their charges 
let them come forward. 

Capt. Stone said that he was ready to prove 
the charges made, Mr. Howard, at the re- 
a of Col. Davis, told him to come for- 
ward, 

Capt. Stone came to the front and said that 
Col. Davis had appointed Democrats to office, 
and he was ready to give their names. [A 
voice—Namvy them. 

Mr. Stone was about to read, and named 
Mr. Sweeney, when Col. Davis called the 
gentleman tw order, as having nothing to do 
with the resolutions. The Chair sustained 
Col, Davis. ; 

Several persons took the floor, and among 
them Mr. Maskell, who wanted to explain, 
but he was decided out of order. 

Secretary Gross had a document from 
Washington, which it was thought would 
sustain the charges, which he desired to 
read. The Chair refused to have it read, 
upon the motion of Col. Davis, who claimed 
that it was out of order. 

Mr. Bioss said that when the Chair would 
not allow the letter to be read it was as- 
suming to be responsible for the meeting.

Col. Davis asked Mr. Bloss to yield toa 
question in all fairness whether he should 
not first meet his accusers face to face before 
the letter was read, .

Davis treated fairly. They couid not treat 
this matter as a case at law, but they could 
treat him fairly and hear the evidence. They 
should hear the paper read, as it was from 
a gentleman in Washington who haa waited 
on Col. Davis there.

Mr. La Baume stated that he had not seen 
the letter received from Washington, but he 
could verify the signature it he sawit.

He was 
afraid to go on record apparently upon this 
x Col. Davis, while not opposed to 
soldiers, declined to allow himself to be 
placed on record as the champion of the 
survivors of the prisoners of war. 

MR. LA BAUME STATED 

that Col. Davis had received them with 
all the kindness of an accomplished 
statesman and politician, He had only gone 
to Col. Davis’ to discharge a duty, with other 
gentiemen of a committee of the Anderson- 
ville Prisoners Survivors Association, many 
of whom crippled and diseased, 
were unable to obtain a pension 
because of the defects in the 
pension laws. These men could not produce 
evidence from Rebel surgeons who had 
treated them as Hebel prisusers, Many of 
these victims were rapidly dying because of 
rheumatism and other diseases re- 
sulting from scurvy contracted in 
the vile prison-pens. Col. Davis 
was Op to them because it was in the 
nature of class legisiation. Col. Davis had 
opposed this legislation because the' press 
was opposed to any sort of class legisiation. 
He apologized for the 300 men who had 
taken tne oath of allegiance to the 
Rebel flag, because they were literally 
compelled to rather than to_ starve 
and die. They were all out of 36,000 that took 
the oath, and they only did so with a mental 
reservation, and deserted the Kebels at the

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Eleventh Senatorial—A Sharp Move. 

The Elevemh Senatorial District Repub- 
lican Committee seems to have- become sud- 
denly imbued with the idea that it was 
necessary to call a Senatorial Convention— 
so suddeuly, it is alleged, that not all the 
members were on hand when the committee 
met night before last, called the convention 
for the 16th, and, curiously enough, 
located the  polling-places for the 
primaries rather near a _ neighborhood 
in which one of the candidates is 
believed to be peculiarly solid.

date for Senator will be put in the field who 
will astonish the Democracy, divided as it is 
likely to be, by his running qualities. There 
are three candidates for Representative on the 
Republican'side, Joseph Boyd and Jesse-Rook 
who live in the east end ofthe Fifth Ward, 
and Charley Koberts, who does something or 
other at the Stock-Yards. ‘The polling-places 
referred to are considerably nearer the Stock- 
Yards than they are to that part ofthe Fifth 
Ward in which Boyd and Rook happen to 
live. Roberts and Fred Leibrandt, one of 
Sheriff Mann’s followers,are reported as hay- 
ing established amicable relations based on a 
recognition o the fac3 that Roberts wants to 
go to Springfield, and Gen. Mann wants an- 
other four years’ job. ‘The east end of the 
ward, however, is yet to be heard trom. 


First Senatorial—The Piot Thickening. 

The First Senatorial Republican Commit- 
tee\is to meet Saturday evening, probably at 
Justice Scully’s office, to call the convention, 
appoint judges for the primaries, ete. ‘The 
intimate connection between the questions, 
“Who will be the next Congressman in the 
Third District ?’ and ** Who will be the next 
Senator from the Ninth, Tenth, and Elev- 
enth Wards?” threatens to make the meet- 
ing a rather interesting one. There are un- 
pleasant rumors regarding the permanency 
and solidity of that alleged trade whereby 
the Tenth Ward was to be given to Col. Davis 
and the Ninth to Senator White, and there 
are those who even quletly predict that the 
“swap” will never take place. Senator 
White announced some time ago that he had 
‘stirred up the animals all he was ever go- 
ing to, and didn’t want any more fights 
ou his hands.” From all that can be 
learned he is still in the same state 
of mind. If renominated, he of course 
wants to 3 reélected without 
any “demnition row” aboutit. To that end 
he would probably rather have the Eleventh 
Ward for him than against him. At all 
events, he is currently reported to be serious- 
ly considering the comparative advantages 
of an alliance with the Ninth and one with 
the Eleventh, with all that such an alliance 
implies to the parties of the first and second 
part, Congressionally and Senatorially. The 
plot thickens, and when the curtain goes 
down on the last act next Wednesday:the 
denouement may be a surprise in more ways 
than one.

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TEXAS CATTLE. 


Development of the Industry Since the 
War. 
Galveston (Tex.) News. 

No business in Texas has developed more 
rapidly in the last few years, and none has 
paid in that time, and is paying now, a better 
dividend on the money invested than the 
rearing of cattle on the range. 

Texas has.been famed for its vast herds of 
cattle and broad plains of nutritious grasses 
since its occupancy by the Anglo-Americans. 
But the time was, and not so far back in the 
past, when the cattle had but a nominal 
value. The beef that readily brings $30 or 
$40 today was bartered readily for the 
store account of a few dollars. The 
remoteness from market and the 
hardships attending the business—the 
jack of a fixed monetary value and a 
market, and the privations of the ranchman’s 
life—made cattle-raising anything but an 
agreeable or profitable business on the plains 
of Texas, and capital passed it by with indif- 
ference. The increase was simpby that of the 
cattle themselves, witha kind of reckless 
care on the part of owners, and no intention 
or thought of improving the breed or provid- 
ing for the possibilities of the future, which 
the old-time ranchers never dreamed could 
affect the status of cattle-raising. 

At the close of the War it is estimated that 
there were in Texas between 7,000,000 and 
8,000,000 cattle, the enormous increase of the 
herds that had ranged without master or 
man during four years, like the wind, gomg 
where they pleased, and growing old and fat 
with few to molest and make them afraid. 
At this late date there was no mar- 
xet for cattle, and they had no certain 
or fixed value. About 1868 cattle began to 
find their way northward in scattered herds, 
and thus began the establishment of a yx 
c xas long-horns. Qne herd fol- 
rede Senn of until in time the drive be- 
came @ marked feature of the cattle busi- 
ness. Butthe opening or discovery of a 
market did not obviate all the difliculties 
under which the ranchmwan of a few years 
ago labored. There was a pre udice against 
Texas’ eattle, that neither h, fat, nor 
cheapness seemed likely ever to overcome. 
White this prejudice miilitated against the 
sale of his produce, the long, tedious drive, 
beset by dangers and opstacles as it was, 
subtracted from the profits. Besides these 
drawbacks, the ranchman then, as now, 
was the frontiersman. But then the 
frontier meant danger as well as pri- 
vation. ‘The ranchman was the senti- 
nel on the outer wall—the barrier be- 
tween the hostile redskins and the 
peaceful agriculturist. This not only made 
the business extremely hazardous, but added 
to the expense, and thus lessened the profits 
to be gathered in the markets “omy up by 
the drive. The Indian cared little for the 
cattle of the owner, but his covetous and 
inurderous eye Was ever upon the cow po- 
nies, without which the ranchman was help

The demand of the Northwest had opened 
upa marketto supply its vast plains, but 
the drive, was hazardous, for hostile 
Indians beset trail, and many an unlucky 
drover in those days was forced to contribute 
freely to the red man’s rapacity in property 
and blood, and still the price was low—total! 
inadequate to compensate the hazard 
hardship of the ranchman’s daily life. 

In 1873 the advance of railroads, which were 
ety forward to'the West, proved a har- 

inger of better pops to the cattle-raiser. Texas 
became connec by rail with all the great 
marts of the West—Chicago, St. Louis, and 
Kansas City—and, although the price was still 
low, owing mainlf to the popular prejudice 
against Texas bee ranchman was ena- 
bled to realize in a few days instead of being 
compelled to wait for months, as formerly. 
With the railro and even in advance of 
them, came a steady flow of immigraton and 
capital to possess the cheap and fertile lands 
of the Lone Star State. Activity was in- 
fused into the dullest towns and neighbor- 
hoods. All classes were benefited by the 
new life that railroads — the country, and 
none more so than cattie-raiser. The 
demand for beef increased. The cattlemen 
were inspired with new hope and zeal. 
marvelous increase of cattle began to give 
them value to new comers. dlore interest 
was felt by cattlemen because more value 
was attached to their property. Inoperative 
laws on the statute books were supplemented 
with wise and more liberal enactments. The 
Indians had been placed upon their reserva- 
tions by the strong arm of the General Gov- 
ernment, and their forays and invasions were 
no longer to be dreaded. 

As the years went by with slow advance in 
the value of the cattle, and hesitating efforts 
at improving the blood, it became apparent 
to a few progressive cattle raisers that a new 
era was dawning on the business, and that 
system and method were essential. Live 
stock associations were organized, and 
stringent rules and regulations adopted for 
their government. Their rules and regula- 
tions being for the protection of all the 
common good, they were r nized and 
spected by all, rich and poor, bigh and iow; 
and what the law of the | did not or 
could not do for cattlemen they accomplished 
for themselves and have maintained for 
themselves. 

Thus order and harmony came out of 
chaos, and with system and security came 
capital. Almost coeval with the thorough 
organization of the cattlemen came e 
boom in prices. Capital no longer 
dreaded the loose and haphazard man- 
ner of couducting the business that had 
prevailed inthe past. The marvelous divi- 
dends attracted many into the business, and 
with capital came constantly increasing 
prices. And once sought as an investment, 
the next step was to make the business per- 
manent. The free rauge of the past is giv- 
ing way to purchase and lease of grazin 
lands and water rights’ are held in hig 
esteem. 

Providence helps those who help them- 
selves. The ranchman who clung to his cat- 
tle, despite Indian raids and low prices, is 
now reaping his reward. The introduction 
of capital into the grazing regions not only 
appreciated the value of live stock, but the 
unusually heavy immigration from the Oid 
World almost daily adds to the army of beef- 
eaters, while the narrowing circle of the 
rab diminishes the supply. Beef-eaters

The follow prices will give some idea 
of the advance made in cattle prices, and 
justify the assertion made at the outset of 
this article: 

Before the War the average price of stock 
cattle was from $5 to $6,and that of beef 
cattle from $12 to $15. During the War they 
had no fixed value from the fact that there 
was no regular market, and the currency of 
the country was variableand uncertain. 
From the close of the War until 1873 stock 
cattle brought from $7 to $8; beef cattle, 
from $16 to $20. Now the same pomses bring 
the following prices: Stock cattle, from $15 
to $20, and beef cattle from $25 to $385, and 
the demand has increased in proportion, and 
we see no good reason whyit should not 
continue to improve as long as population 
continues to increase, and beef constitutes 
one of the chief articles of our daily food. 

‘There is much in store for the cattie busi- 
ness of Texas. The old-time prejurlice against 
Texas beef has died out, and the salesman of 
years ago who “would not touch a Texas 
steer” now “makes a speciality of handling 
Texas stock.” Great improvement has been 
made in the management and handling of 
cattle in Texas, and the grade is being im- 
proses constantly by the introduction of 

tvoded bulls. In fact, there are many herds 
on the Texas ranges that will compare favor- 
ably with cattle anywhere. More care is 
taken in selecting cattle for the market, and 
the daily quotations from the big markets 
will tell how Texas beef is valued by the 
beef-eaters of the country. The Texas range 
offers an inviting field to all who want big 
dividends on the money invested, for there 
is nothing in the State that pays a handsomer 
return than cattle-raising.

Constantinopile,ostensibly for the purpose of ton- 
forres about the proposed raid, Once there, 

owever, be was given to uuderstand that be 
must stay there, and since thea, until bis recent 
escape, be lived in Constantinuple in great state, 
holding court, and exercising public influence 
not much inferior to that of the Sultan himeeif. 
The Sultan treated him with the utmost consid- 
eration, and ali the high dignitaries of the Em- 
pire esteemed it a privilege to be admitted to 
his presence and be allowed to kiss 
his feet. Still the police kept close watch upon 
him, and it was only by a remarkable piece of 
strategy that he at last succeeded, two weeks 
ago, in escaping by way of Russia. Now, if he 
succeeds in recrossing the Russian frontier, he 
may cause the much-perplexed Porte moat 
serious trouble, for he has sworn to invade 
Persia again uoder the Turkish flag. He is 
a jord of a vast extent of fertile untry 
south ot Lake Yan, the inbabitants of which are 
prosperous and intelligent. They are fanati- 
cally devoted to bim, both as a military and po- 
litical leader, and also asareligious guide and 
prophet, for he stands at the bend of the famous 
Order of Nakbshibendee Dervishes. So be will 
quickly be able to raise an army of many thou- 
sands of fierce, bigoted Kurds, accustomed to 
war, and ready to follow his standard wherever 
he may iead.

After Ingersoll came 
the Attorney-General, who wil! close the case 
for the Government, and by arraymg facts 
against eloguence, logic against pathos, will 
undertake to lenve the minds of the jury clear 
on the true issues of the case—whether the 
defendants are guilty or not guilty as charged 
in the indictment. 

An interesting report on the workings of 
the Chicago Post-Office, together with the 
changes and improvements to be made, is 
given in a Washington dispatch this morn- 
ing. This report is the result of the iabors 
of a commission appointed by the Postmwas- 
ter-General to investigate the workings and 
report as to the needs of the Chicago office, 
which, in the amount of mail handied and 


| distributed, is the leading post-office in the 
United States. The changes recommended 


contemplate a large and much-needed in- 
crease of the clerical force, together with a 
readjustment of salaries on the basis of the 
amount and eharacter of the service ret- 
dered, and such improvements in the carrier 
department as will insure greater prompt- 
hess and regularity in the delivery and col- 
lection of mali matter.

A CORRESPONDENT of the London Times, 
writing from Singapore upon missionary 
work in India and China, does not piace itin 
avery flattering light. In India there are 
900,000 nominal Christians, or less than one- 
half per cent of the population. Of these 
more than one-half are in the Madras Presi- 
dency, and are what may be called historical 
Catholics, while of the remainder in India 
one-half are also Catholics, which reduces 
the number of non-Catholic Christians to 
about an eighth per cent of the whole popu- 
Jation. In China itis stillworse. There are 
about 500,000 Catholics, but not enough of 
other sects to figure on as an element of per- 
centage. This correspondent says: “ Itis 
a fact worthy of all attention that the really 
devout indians who have, under the intiu- 
ence of Christian teaching, cast off Hindoo- 
ism, have preferred to create a new and, as 
they say, purer religion for themselves rather 
than accept Christianity in the form in which 
it is presented to them by the missionaries ”’; 
and in another part of his letter he suggests 
thissignifitant remedy: ** When the time does 
come for pure Christianity, purged of its Ro- 
manism and its anti-Romanism alike, unsec- 
tarian, all-embracing as it was in its origin, 
devoted to loving deeds and claiming only 
such from its adherents, the millions of India 
and China will perhaps be found ready 
enough to embrace it withoutany bait, either 
educational or eleemosynary.”’ 
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| BOARD-OF-TRADE CONTRACTS AND THE 


LAW COURTS. 

Certain members of the Board of Trade 
who defaulted on their cuntracts for the de- 
livery of spring wheat in whatis known as 
the “July deal” have appealed from the de- 
cision of the Board-of-Trade committee to 
the law courts. They have sued out an in- 
junction to restrain the Directors from im- 
posing upon recalcitrant members the penal- 
ty prescribed by the rules, and they propose 
to test the validity of the contracts made 
under the rules and sustained by the author- 
ities of the board. Operators on the Open 
Board of Trade have followed this example 
to save margins on the street as well as on 
the regular board. In the one case it is 
charged that Messrs. Armour and Kershaw 
“cornered ”’ the market by the purchase of 
some 10,000,000 bushels of spring wheat in ex- 
cess of the entire market supply: in the 
other case other parties are similarly charged 
with “cornering” the market and establish- 
ing a fictitious priee, though the extent of 
purchases was insignificavt by comparison. 
If these suits are prusecuted to the end, it 
may be assumed that the cuntracts will not 
be enforced by the courts on the broad 
ground that they were “ gambling contracts,” 
They were all contracts for future delivery 
and of acharacter which the law seéks to 
discourage. Ina general way defaulters in 
all such transactions may appeal to the 
courts with the same hope of being released 
from liability that may be entertained by a 
man who loses onabet. — 

It may be in the general interest of moral- 
ity and good public policy that the “ shorts ”’ 
who have lost in these transactions should 
obtain from the courts a decision that Board- 
of-Trade contracts cannot. be enforeed. An 
appeal of this kind by-reputable members of 
the Board of Trade, followed by a compre- 
hensive judicial decision dishonoring such 
contracts, may discourage grain gambling, 
and to that extent contribute to the improve- 
ment of public morals. But adecision based 
upon such principles will not be any more to 
the credit of the “shorts” than to the 
“ longs,” thangh the former may be the bene- 
ficiaries thereof in the present instance. Nor 
will it be caiculated to promote the business 
of buying and selling for future delivery, or, 
in other words, betting on the future price of 
grain. ‘The commission business on the 
Board of Trade is not apt to be increased by 
a general notice that the members of that 
body are not disposed to abide by contracts 
made under its alfspices and the rules adopted 
to enforce the same. Speculators will not 
find any special inducement to risk losses, if 
they are prepared to pay,in the face of a 
judicial notice that they cannot collect their 
profits if those on the other side are disposed 
to resist paymen® It is the “shorts” who 
appeal to the courts to release them from the 
obligation of their contracts just now; but 
the “longs” may do the same thing at some 
future time. If such appeals be recognized 
as legitimate and proper and become a regu- 
lar feature of , Board-of-Trade transactions 
it will soon come to be regarded as unsafe 
either to buy or sell on Board-of-Trade cou- 
tracts for future settlement. The right of 
members to appeal to the courts is not dis- 
puted, but the exercise of that right as a mat- 
ter of policy is certainly open to doubt. ' 

There is some talk of compromise which 
may lead to the dismissal of suits that have 
been begun. The advantage of such acourse 
will depend npon the terms of compromise. 
Un the last day of July a large number of 
“shorts” bought in their wheat or settled 
their differences on trades at current rates. 
Ten there were defaults, and a committee 
was appointed to fix the price. This com- 
mittee decided upon a settling price of $1.35 
per bushel, and there were many settlements 
atthat figure. If the bringing of suits in 


: 


court shall enable others to settle at s lower | 
figure, then it will involve palpable injustice 
to those who have already settled according 
to the rules of the board. Moreover, if it 
shall eome to be understodd that the very 
threat of an appeal to courts will operate 
to secure concessions in settlement, then the 
losers in the future will be sorely tempted to 
refuse settlement under the rules, to decline 
to be governed by the decision of 4 eom mit- 
tee, but always to hold out and inaugurate 
preliminary proceedings in court to tle up 
margins and bring about @ compromise. If 
this shall ever become a common practice on 
the Board of Trade, it will be as demoraliz- 
ing to the trading as actual lawsuits would 
be. It would be tantamount to putting a 
premium upon the practice of defaulting. 5 

It is not necessary to discuss the relative 
merits of the “July deal” in order to arrive 
at the natural effect which an appeal to the 
the courts will have upon Board-of-Trade 
contraets. It may be, for instance, that the 
court will decide that winter wheat, of equal 
intrinsic value for milling or export, should 
be accepted: in discharge of spring-wheat 
contracts. At the same time the fact will re- 
main that the sellers of spring wheat knew 
that winter wheat was not deliverable under 
the contract, and they sold spring wheat in 
many cases at prices much higher than win- 
ter wheat would bring when they made their 
contracts. The ruling of the court may be 
justified by the people at large, but it will be 
fatal to the regularity and force of Board-of- 
Trade contracts just the same. The court 
may hold that $1.10 or any other given price 
was a fair one for wheat of any kind on the 
last day of July, but that ¢ircumstance will 
not change the fact that the Board of Trade 
is powerless to enforce its eontracts and its 
rules whenever there is a disposition to dis- 
pute its authority. The céurts niay decide 
that it was contrary to pubjic policy for Mr. 
Armouror Mr. Kershaw to buy 10,000,000 
bushels of wheatin excess of the market sup- 
ply, if either of these gentlemen did so; but 
if the converse of the proposition were pre- 
sented they would decide that it was aiso 
contrary to public policy for a number of 
people to sell 10,000,000 bushels in excess of 
the market supply with the purpose of de- 
preciating the property of others, and break- 
ing down prices by artificial means, for their 
own benefit, As to moral standing, the 
* shorts ” will make no better appearance in 
court than the “ longs,’”’ for there would be 
no gambiing transactions if it were not for 
those wlio sell stuff which they don’t pos- 
sess. But both factions should cool off sufli- 
ciently to consider whether it will be ad- 
vantageous to the Board of Trade as an in- 
stitution te review its authority in the law 


courts. 
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AGRARIAN CRIME IN IRELAND. 

Agrarian crime in [reland has reached a 
pitch of revolting and almost demoniae cru- 
elty, practiced by Lrishmen not against their 
rulers or those in authority over them, but 
against their neighbors, which makes one 
doubt whether in some parts of the country 
an absolute military despotism would not be 
preferable to conceding “ rights” to such 
people as show their utter incapacity to un- 
derstand or appreciate them. In the Con- 
nemara district, for instance, the murders 
which have recently been committed have 
that peculiar element of horrible brutality 
which usually characterizes savages. In one 
case a band of heavily armed ruffians, headed 
by a Captain, entered a house at hight and 
dragged an old man out of his bed. He 
begged for his life and his poor wife joined 
in the prayer, but it was al) in vain. He was 
made to kneel down atid was then bound, 
while his wife was held by some of the 
brutes. |'The Captain then ordered one of 
his ruffians, Calling bim by a number, to 
shoot the old man. The shot only wounded 
him and another number wascalled. After 
four or five shots fired in this way the victim 
fell dead in the presence of his almost crazed 
wife. 

The murder of the Joyce famliy at Maam- 
trassna in thesame district was still more hor- 
rible, because instead of one there were five 
victims, one escaping badly injured. Mr. 
Joyce was an aged man who lived with his 
wife and five children, one of whom was 
away at the time, in the mostsqualid manner 
in this wild and lonesome district, which lies 
in a defile of the mountains dividing Galway 
from Mayo. The cabin in which they lived 
was just twelve feet square and destitute of 
anything that could bé called furniture. It 
was litby a holein the wall a few inches 
square, Which also served for a chimney, and 
the inmates kept warm by burning peat upon 
the floor, which was the bare ground. They 
obtained their sustenance from a little patch 
of ground and the right t graze two cows 
upon the mountain side, for which the old 
man paid a rental of $30 per year. Surely if 
any one ought to be secure from violence it 
should have been this poor old couple and 
their children, huddled together and vege- 
tating in such a wretched hole. But their 
squalor and poverty could not save them, 
and the only compensation in the case is that 
the savages who killed them were discovered 
and identified in a most remarkable manner, 
as will be seen by the developments which 
have come out. 

At the opposit end of the valley to Maam- 
trassna and four miles away is Cappaua- 
creeha, where lives a farmer of a little bet- 
ter class than his neighbors. One night he 
was awakened by the barking of his dog, 
and looking ont saw six men approaching 
his house. It was an unusual circumstance, 
and, slipping out, he laid down ainong some 
potato-stalks, which coneealed him from 
their view. They passed his cabin, and fear- 
ing that they were going to his brother’s, 
about a quarter of a mile further on, he 
cautiously followed them. They passed his 
brother’s place, however, and he went in and 
aroused him and his son, The three then 


followed the party, and were often but a few | 


feet away from them, but by crouching be- 
hind walls and hedges and in ditches they 
were not observed. The six men went on 
boldly and in complete ignorance of the 
Nemesis that was following them, and with- 
out making any effort at concealment en- 
tered a house. Their pursuérs crept into the 
garden and saw tifem come out again with four 
more added to their number. On they went 
without the slightest suspicion that any one 
was on their track, and fanhcying theniselves 
80 seeure that they took no precautions 
whatever to conceal themselves, and openly 
talked about their horrible purpose. As 
they came near to the fatal place they made 
détours dround such houses as were on the 
road, but their trackers kept them in sight. 
As they approached the Joyce cabin they 
nade the usual détour, and then, rapidly ap- 
proaching, knoeked the door down and en- 
tered it, While theetrackers slipped into the 
garden ahd hid among tie bushes. In an 
instant the wretched cabin was filled with 
cries of fearful agony, and the hiders in the 
garden heard the sound of a revolver and 
the dull, heavy blows of bludgeons as they 
descended upon the helpless victims. The 
three trackers, unable tO cope with ten 
armed men, and horrified at the sounds, 
crept out of the garden and fied from the 
spot, butin their long chase they had discoy- 
ered and identified every one of the ten as 
persons whom they had known long and ip- 
timately, and it was upon their disclosures 
that all of the savage murderers were ar- 
rested, | f 

The Joyee family had in some way of- 
fended the agrarian notions of these ruffians, 


| Or they hud made themselves obnoxious to 
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they belonged, and no merey was shown any 
meiber of it, even to innocent young chil- 
dren, though one of the latter was merci- 
fully spared from death—not by the mur- 
derers, however, who supposed they had 
killed him—and wili be able to give his testi- 
mony on the trial. Such an outburst of sav- 
agery as this in these days of boasted civil- 
ization and religion seems almost incompre- 
hensible, and no ordinary motives can suf- 
fice to explain it. If this were an isolated 
ease the problem would not be so desperate, 
but murders well nigh as horrible are becom- 
ing common in the wild districts of Ireland. 
It would seem as if some other agencies 
must be brought to bear upon savages like 
the Joyce murderers before they will be fit 
to have any rights intrusted to them. There 
is an element of wanton, savage cruelty in 
cases like these which are now growing fre- 
quent that blunts all sympathy with men 
who can so foully and causelesiy maitreat 
their own countrymen. ‘There is no other 
section of the world, even where land-op- 
pression is the most severe, that the victims 
will imbrue their hands in each other’s blood. 
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THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The gentlemen comprising we Tariff Com- 
mission appointed under the act of Congress 
passed at the last session meet in this city 
today, and will remain here until Monday to 
hear suggestions and receive such informa- 
tion as may be furnished them. We have a 
high respect for each and all of the Commis- 
sioners personally and officially, but we must 
confess that we have little faith that any 
good can result from their deliberations, 

The tariff, which ought to be exclusively a 
question of financial policy, and is so consid- 
ered and treated by all civilized commercial 
nations, has in this country become some- 
thing else and more complicated than this. 
It has ceased in many minds to have any dis- 
tinct or immediate connection with the ques- 
tion of raising revenue for the expenses of 
Government, and this view was concisely 
stated less than a year ago by one of our 
Western statesmen, who said he favored a 
tariff for protection only, with such inci- 
dental revenue as was unavoldable. How 
far this commission was selected to report a 
tariff framed to promote that policy we have 
no weans of knowing, and we were agreea- 
bly surprised when at one of the meetings of 
the commission, perhaps at Boston or Long 
Branch, one of the Commissioners resented 
with apparent warmth the implication in the 
remarks of some one that the commission 
was to consider the interests of the protected 
classes only without reference to what might 
be the feelings, rights, and interests of con- 
sumers. The consumers, and particularly 
the non-protected classes, stand towards 
those enjoying substantial benefits from a 
protective tariff in the proportion perhaps of 
forty to one of the population. 

Ever since this commission was organized 
there seems to have been a studied effort to 
create or perpetuate the impression that on 
this subject of the tariff there was nothing 
in controversy except the adoption of free 
trade, or adapting protection and high wages 
to American labor. Perhaps the same effort 
will be made in Chicago. So far as we know 
or have heard we have no knowledge of any 
effurt being made in this country by any re- 
sponsible person to substitute free trade for 
our tariff, or to dispense with a tariff impos- 
ing liberal taxes upon imports of properly 
taxable goods. Thereisno question of free 
trade which can be considered ur is expected 
to be considered by this commission. The 
tarifi needs thorough revision, and that is 
the only duty expected of the commission. 

We published yesterday Some extracts 
from the remarkable address delivered by 
Mr. Edward Atkinsen at the opening of the 
New England Mechanics’ and Manufacturers’ 
Fair at Boston, in which the ground was 
taken that the measure of the means of sub- 
sistence, even in this prosperous country, 
was the value of our annual products; this 
was thé limit beyond which in the nature of 
things we couid not go, because we could not 
consume what we do not have. Averaging 
the value of annual product among the 
population of this country in 1882, fe as 
serted that the measure of comfort which 
each man, woman, and child can enjoy must 
come within what half a doliara day—pos- 
sibly, noteven probably, 60 cents—can buy 
at present prices. Fifty cents a day Is the 
average measure of the subsistence, savings, 
and taxes of each person. Two dollars per 
day for each family group of two adults and 
two children is the present limit of the ay- 
erage share of the annual products. Estab- 
lishing these irrefutable premises, it follows 
that it is not of so awuch consequence that 
dollars shall be more plenty if each dollar will 
buy more this year than it did the last. The 
conclusion reached is, that the desirable end 
is to increase the vaiue of each man’s dis- 
tributive share of the annual product. How 
is this to be done? 

The largest possible product with the least 
expenditure of labor is the result of each 
improvement in labor-saving machinery; and 
an increase of consumption and the larger 
distribution of the products are the ends to 
be obtained to improve the condition of the 
country, 

The tariff which has for its object the 
limitation if not the reduction of produc- 
tion to our home market strikes at the meas- 
ure of each man’s means of subsistence. 
Our productions, if limited to the home mar- 
ket, would exclude our. exports and render 
the surplus which we new sell valueless, If 
the products of the farm, the mine, and the 
fishery, which now make up SO to 55 per cent 
of our surplus, were prohibited from ex- 
portation, as are our manufactures, the an- 
nual value of our products would diminish; 
jabor would be deprived of its reward, and 
the present share of 50 cents a day would 
shrink to much smaller dimensions. 

Why do we export the surplus products of 
the farm, the mine, and the forest? No 
tariff restrains or prohibits.it. Why do we 
not export our manufactures? Because our 
tariff restrains and prohibits it. Why is it 
that an average of 40 per cent of the products 
of the farm are taken from the producers 
and given as bounties to those engaged in 
protected industries? Included in the waste 
of the products of labor are the cost of war 
and much of the money collected under the 
name of taxes. Some taxes are indispen- 
sable; one indispensable tax is that collected 
of the thrifty and productive classes and 
given to support non-producing paupers. 
The able-bodied man who will not produce 
an equivalent to what he consumes, but de- 
pends upon what is taken from his industri- 
ous producing neighbor, is a pauper, no 
matter by what more genteel name he may 
be styled. The tariff which imposes a tax 
on the earnings of producers to pay bounties 
or alms to those who refuse to produce what 
they can is unjust, and cultivates a spirit of 
pau perism., 

We do not export manufactures because 
amet ee — renders it impossible 

yond the market where the 
consumers are competied to pay the price de 
manded, The home market is made exclu- 
sive so faras the law can protect it. The 
_ ancl industry of American labor is lim- 
ited by the tariff in employment, wages, and 
productions to the purchasing capacity of the 
American consumers, and. the means of con- 
sumers are reduced by the exactions upon 
their means to support the privileged and 
non-producing class, 

A general or average reduction of the tariff 
to 30 per cent on all manufactured goods, 


. 
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with a total repeal of all duties on raw ma- 


terial, would be an emancfpation of Anmieri- 
ean manufactures, American skill, and 
American labor. It would open the ports of 
the United States to the exportation of the 
products of American skill and labor; it 
would stimulate American industry to the 
extent of abandoning the narrow boundaries 
of the so-called home market, and send the 
surplus products, as do the agricultural pro- 
ducers, to every market on earth where 
men have need of what we have to sell. Our 
manufacturing products, instead of being a 
remorseless tax on our other industry, would 
become self-sustaining, would require no 
bounties, no relief from the public purse, 
would be free from the taint and odor of 
pauperism, and would contribute, as do the 
cornfield and the cottonfield, to swell the 
value of our annual products, and swell the 
annual share falling to each man of that an- 
nual product. The waste of what we pro- 
duce, which is now paid as bounties to idle 
mills with their machinery and workmen un- 
employed or persons working at half or 
quarter time, would be arrested. Instead of 
working for a limited area they would be 
suvplying customers iu every land. Instead 
of being manufacturers for a home market, 
already crowded wi competitors, they 


would require continupus labor to meet an’ 


inexhaustible market world over. 

There would be no waste of time or labor, 
no idle workmen, no idle machinery, no idle 
capital if the American tariff withdrew its 
chains and prohibitions from American man- 
ufactures, and gave them freedom and lib- 
erty to compete with the industry of the 
world. With inexhaustible supplies of cheap 
fuel and transportation, with cheap and 
abundant food, with unlimited and untaxed 
raw material, let the manufactures of Amer- 
ica be free to compete with their less favored 
rivals, whose greatest aid is that they have 
no American com petition. 


— 
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FREAKS OF PROHIBITION. 

There is a manifest disposition among the 
Germans to hold the Republican party re- 
sponsible for the prohibition agitation which 
is‘prevalent just now in different parts of 
the country. The impression, to the extent 
that it is honestly entertained, is due mainly 
to the superficial observation that Kansas 
and lowa, which have voted in favor of pro- 
hibition, are Republican States. The fact is 
ignored that Maine, which is overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of prohibition, is a constant 
scene of close contention between Repub 
licans and Democrats, It is also overlooked 
generally that the Democratic party in the 
South is much more committed to the pro- 
hibition movementin that section than the 
Republican party is in the North or West. 
The latter condition has been so manifest in 
Arkansas that the Staats-Zeitung in this 
city has been constrained to point out that 
the bulldozing in Helena, which was not 
necessary to assure the State to the Demo- 
crats, was mainly in the interest of the Pro- 
hibition candidates. It is very likely that in 
lowa and Kansas the majority of those who 
voted for prohibition were Kepublicans; 
it coulda scarcely be otherwise in States where 
the Republican majority is so overwhelming. 
But the Germans who are inclined on this 
account to hold the Repubiican party re- 
sponsible for the prohibition movement will 
not find in lowa or Kansas any instance of 
shooting men down because they refused to 
vote for prohibition or taking possession of 
the polls in order to exclude the anti-pro- 
hibition vote. It remained for the Democrats 
of Arkansas to resort to such extreme meas- 
ures. This experience ought to be a suffi- 
clent answer to any effort at making prohibi- 
tion a party question. This line of argument 
will be used by Democrats in sections where 
they hope thereby to alienate the German 
vote from the Republican party, but intelli- 
gent German newspapers and leaders should 
not indorse itin the face of the late occur- 
rences in Arkansas. Circumstances of resi- 
dence, education, ana interest will induce 
men to take sides on the prohibition question 
without reference to party attachments, and 
a popular vote in any State given directly on 
the question of prohibition will not be de- 
termined by party lines. 
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Tue Prince of Wales has been advised by 
his physicians to go to Germany fora course of 
diet and mincral waters. A London correspond- 
ent of the New York Tribune comments upon 
this fact as follows: 


From George the First, who loved stale oysters, 
rum-puneb, and fat women, down to George the 
Fourth, who adored shoulder of mutton with 
ouion-sauce, maraschino punch, and also ladies 
who were “ fat, tair, and forty,’ every Prince of 
the bouse of*Hauover has been distinguished 
for bis appetite.

The late Duke of Cawbridge was fat, and so is 
bis son, the present Commander-in-Chief; the 
Queen, since her girlhood, has never been 
sicnder, and to thts day displays a Deaithy and 
vigorous appetite at luncheon. The late 
Prince Consort was an enormous eater, 
and would, as the physicians of that day 
thought, have lived ong ‘rr if he hac eaten 
less and drank more. it is not, twuerefore, 
surprising that the Prince of Wales should keep 
up bis viser and vivacity by eating beartily of 
solid food and drinkme moderately of cham- 
pagne and soda or seltzer water. Kxcept hock 
and champawne be takes very littlic stimuiant. 
Muring a jong smoking concert he may consume 
one brandy or whisky and ** pol,”’ but that is 
the extent of his libations. Butit is, [ under- 
stand, bis practice of sartng four and five times 
a day which bas startied his doctors. and im- 
pelled them to recommend rest, winerai waters, 
and a modified version of whatis kuown as the 
Curisvad regimen. They apprehend that the 
Prioce, altbougo he remains in good bheaith, has 
reacned the limitat wbhiceb the strongest man 
may not take such liberties with his digestive 
organs a8 to eat muffins and drink tea between 
copious luncbeon and dinner, and after risi 
from the dinner tableat 11 sit down at 2 or :

will come to ali, and bus already come to the 
Prince, at which a more severe rule of life must’ 
be adopted if the physical and intellectual en- 
ergies are to be preserved unimpaired. The 
Prince has yielded to argument and solicitation 
and is probably in the right todo so, but many 
ot the older scbool are very contemptuous in 
their rewarks on what they call the “ starvation 
iInania’’ among doctors, who during the last few 
ycurs rarely prescribe stimulants, and emitter 
the lives of their patients by incessantly telling 
them that they eat and drink wo much by baif. 
Now nubody likes being put on balf rations, and 
the regimen is unpopular; but the doctors have 
succeeded in frightening society generally as 
they have frightened the Prince of W ales—per- 
bups for the ,ood of ali of us, and, as every one 
wishes, for that of the Prince bimseif. 


AMONG the diseases for which the phar- 
macopeia furnishes no specitic remedy, “cun- 
crumoris,” or gangrenous ulcer, has been 
classed by the medical profession. Dr. Constan- 
tine J. MaeGuire, of New York City, on Saturday 
read an exhaustive paper on the subject before 
& special meeting of the Yorkville Medical So- 
ciety, in which he claims to have discovered an 
eifectual remedy for this deadiy malady. In a 
Catholic Refuge of which he is the medical of- 
fleer there reeently occurred several cases 
of gaugrenous ulcers among the children. 
After four deaths had occurred, seeing the 
bopelesness of the line of treatment adopted 
before, he determined to “try the effects of sub- 
nitrate of bismuth applied externally to the af- 
fected parts. The result was au immmediate im- 
provement in the appearance of the ulcers, and 
eventually a compicte cure. - From the first ap- 
pearance of the disease in the institution up to 
the present time twenty-four cases were 
treated, including the four that proved fatal; 
and out of the twenty cases treated with the 
sub-nitrate of bismuth only one resulted fa- 
tally. The discovery made by Dr. MacGuire 
respecting the curative properties of bismuth 
in this malady was regarded by the members 
present as one of the most valuabie recently 
made in medical science. Dr. W. VY. W bite, 
Vice-President of the association. in discussing 
the merits of the paper, advanced the opinion 
that the sub-nitrate of bismuth acted as a germ- 
iside in the disease under consideration, and 
be believed that a new field of investigation had 
been opened as to its curative properties in oth- 
er kindred diseases. He felt that the medical 
profession in this country should bestow more 
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CoMMANDER BARTLETT of the English 
Coast Survey bas beeo investigating the 
Stream, and last week at Montreal he gav 
of the results of bis work. He made 
among certain generally- received ideas 
ing that famous current, which be says 
flow out of the Gulf of Mexico, nor.

This will be all new 
to most people, and especially to thoge whose 
ideag.of the Gulf Stream are indefinit anyway. 
Perbaps a fact which will interest these people 
most in connection with this matter is the trib- 
ute Commander Bartlett paid to Yankee in- 
genuity at the meeting referred to above. Dr. 
Carpenter, having expressed his admiration for 
the work, @ided that it pleased him to kKaow 
that the results were obtained with British in- 
strumen To this Commander Bartlett replied 
that Sir William Thompson did invent an ap- 
paratus and kindly forwarded itto the Coast 
Sarvey, but it would not work. Yankee ingenu- 
ity then invented an attachment by whieh it was 
made so etficient that soundings of 3,000 fa thoms 
cab be made in thirty minutes and without de- 
flecting more than a fathom from the perpen- 
dicular.

JAPAN is offering an instructive spectacle 
to the advocates of a paper and “fiat"’ cur- 
rency. About six years ago that country decided 
to imitate some Western nations in an irredeem- 
able paper currency; and the result of this 
experiment has been unfortunate. The latest 
information from Japan is, that the paper 
money is now at a discountof 70 per cent. It 
has depreciated in value aimost from the start, 
though subject to the quick fluctuations which 
invest this unstable currency with one of its 
cbarms to a speculative people. For a time ghe 
farmers in the interior preferred the new paper 
money to silver, and as a result there has been 
much suffering among them. No one knows the 
amount in circulation, and the country is suffer- 
ing sadly from this worthless substitute for 
money. 


M. Destine CHARNAY, in reporting to the 
Freneh Geographical Society the results of his 
three years’ explorations of Central American 
ruins, mentioned that during bis latest journey, 
in Yucatan, he entered the remains of a palace 
at the Town of Kabah, and found on the walls 
thereof an lodian painting of an armed Fpan- 
iard on horseback. This, be maintained, is in- 
disputable proof that the palace was inhabited 
at the time of the Spanish conquest. Some au- 
thorities hoid that these ruins belonged to a peo- 
ple long ago extinct, and that they are not less 
than 3,000, perhaps 10,000, and according to one 
traveler 40,000, years old. M. Charnay will not 
admit that they are more than 750 years oid, and 
bolds that they ali belonged to the race which 
the Spanish invaders found in possession of the 
country. 


At a recent revolutionary meeting in 
Paris a gioumy and fierce-looking old man 
bounded upon the speaker's stand and prompt- 
ly secured the attention and sympathy of the 
audience by asking, “ If after a bundred years 
of revolution we still have to work for our 
bread, of what avail are revolutions? (|Cheers.] 
Brethren,” cried the old man eloquent, “if you 
desire reforms you must not trust to the aristo- 
crats [bravo!] —nor to the bourgeoisie [applause] 
—nor yet to the Kepublicans (stupefaction}— 
nor yet tothe Communists!” A frightful up- 
roar greeted this radical declaration, and the 
old map vanished without condescending to in- 
form the people on whom they should depend,

Review of Yesterday’s Market. 

The markets were very irregular yester- 
day, with a great dea! of activity in most de- 
partments. The general tone was strong at 
the outset, and up to about noon a substan- 
tial advance had been achieved in severai of 
the markets. Then, for some reason or 
other not very well defined, there was a gen- 
eral turn down, and the later fee‘ing was 
very siumpy, the weakness continuing ihto 
the afternoon, the Call-Board being a scene 
of great depression. The turn in affairs 
seemed a surprise to a great many operators. 
There had been a general ip: pression that 
the firmness of the preceding day was but 
the beginning of an upturn which, though 
perhaps it would not last for months, was 
yet =xpeeted to be good for several days. 
But there were too many peop'te willing to 
sell at the slight advance. Orders came in 
from outside very freely, most ef them being 
to sell, and the local trade stood aghast at 
first at the invasion, and then tumbled to the 
racket by assisting to sell about all that the 
markets would take. It was freely charged 
by some people that the weakness was due 
to lack of confidence on the part of outside 
people on account of the application of the 
July wheat shorts for interference by the 
courts. It was said that they—that is, the 
Gutsiders who were selling—wanted to close 
up their deals and get out of a situation 
where they were menaced with the locking 
up of their cash for months if they made 
anything and sure loss if the markets turned 
against them. ‘The parties who were on the 
sideof the shorts had their say in the matter, 
arid their conclusion was that the weakness 
was due to a universal determination to re- 

udiate corners and cornerers. They said 
t was the action of the committee that made 
people outside weak, the folks out- 
side aforesaid having no more contidence 
in a market where capital could control 
things as it had doneupto within a few 
weeks past. Between these two mill-stones

GRIND THE TRADE TO POWDER. 

The probability is that both stories were 
about made up out of whole cloth, there be- 
ing little ground for either. The early 
strength was perhaps unduly dependent 
upon the fact of smaller receipts of grain, 
and the later weakness was perhaps due in 
great part to the fact of fine weather, which 
was expected to increase our grain receipts 
in the near future, as well as to cause a mag- 
nificent corn crop, Which would make plenty 
of good, fat hogs. | 

The wheat market advanced about one- 
half a cent early, and then fell back, closing 
about one-fourth cent lower than the previ- 
ous day for cash lots, which werein very 
good shipping demand. It was understood 
that they were wanted to fill previous short 
sales on the seaboard. ‘That sustained the 
market for this month relatively, while the 
longer futures had no such strutto Keep 
them up, and October weakened one and 
three-fourths cents. 

Corn was very strong for this month, being 
ata premium of about three cents over Oc- 
tober, and it closed only one-eighth cent 
lower than on Tuesday afternoon. The 
longer futures were, however, very weak. 
October closed nearly one cent lower, and 
the year and May scarcely found buyers 
enough for all the offerings. 

The warket for oats ranged about one-half 
acent higher earlyin the day, but the ad- 
vantage was a littie more than. lost at the 
close. This market may be called relatively 
firm, but the fact is that it has declined more 
than the others since the close or the July 
deal, and there is a little more confidence in 
the article, especially as the receipts are not 
so large now as they were generally expect- 
ed to be at this time. 

Rye was dull and unchanged, and barley 
quoted as steady at the decline of the pre- 
vious day. 

THE PROVISION MARKET 
was exceedingly wild. The sales were even 
largd¢r than on either of the two preceding 
days of the week. Pork advanced about W 
centg@a barrel early in the day, and dropped 
60 cents from the top, closing 35 to 40 cents 
below the latest prices of the previous after- 
noon. Lard advanced 73g cents early in 
sympathy with aéd rise in Liverpool, but 
closed about 25 cents lower than on Tues- 
day, with a very heavy tone in the longer 
futures. ‘There seemed to be scores of thou- 
sands of tierces on sale for March, with some 
halfas much for February, that were not 
sold, simply hbgcausSe the markec went below 
the limits named by the parties who sent or- 
ders tosell. Meats were stronger for cash, 
loose short ribs selling up to'$13.65, and the 
market for this manth and for October was 
firmer, while longer tutures in ribs weakened 
in sympathy with pork and lard. 
REFRIGERATED MEATS. 

It was stated yesterday that the business of 
sending refrigerated meat to the seabvard is 
looming up into grand proportions. A com- 
pany has been formed within the last few 
days, which is understood to have already 
enough capital subscribed to authorize the 
construction of 300 cars of the most ap- 
proved pattern for conducting the business 
on the most extensive seale. That scale 
does not involve Chicagoeas a start- 
ing point, but as one of the 
ultimate points. ‘The company proposes to 
slaughter their cattle on the plains and carry 
them eastward to every city large enough to 
make it worth their while tosend consign- 
ments to. They think they will be able to 
supply the Chicago market, as well as New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, and other 
points near the seaboard. It is a magnifi- 
cent eonception—perhaps too great to be re- 
alized. If itcan be carried out there is a big 
profit in it, and the result bids fair to bea 
complete revolution in the trade in beef 
meat. It does not promise to disturb the 
business of hog-packing at present.

Decree Against the Heirs of Obadiah

Formal Opening of the Great Exhibit

ever undertook. Everything possibile for 
the convenience of the traveling public is 
fully looked after. The finest eating-houses 
I ever met in all my travels are along this 
line, the trains make fast time, and when one 
reaches Las Vegas heis sure to be in the 
best possible humer. How different from a 
similar trip by the old stage coach only three 
years ago! Probably there is no city’in 
New Mexico that has improved as rapidly 
since the opening of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé as Las Vegas. SBefore 
this grand system of road entered New Mex- 
ico Las Vegas was a small Mexican town ex- 
clusively, composed of brown adobe houses 
with tottermg walls,a half-breed popula- 
tion, and a very little commerce. The prin- 
cipal means of subsistence were sheep and 
cattle raising.

The vapor and shampoo is used 
for chronic rheumatism, dyspepsia, liver dis- 
orders, etc. 

IN MEDICATED BATHS’ 

the patient is first brought to profuse per- 
spiration in a vapor bath, in order to extract 
the moisture from the body as far as possible 
and also to open the pores of the skin. He is 
then rubbed thoroughly dry and allowed to 
eool off in the cooling-room. The body 
is now in the condition of a sponge 
and will absorb rapidly. The subject 
is placed in Fs lignt compartment sim- 
ilar to the vapof box, and chloride of mer- 
cury, sulphurets of potassium, iodine, or 
whatever drug may be required by his dis- 
ease, is burned in the box.

In reference t6 the douche baths, there are 
various modes of administering them, which 
it is hardly necessary to particularize here. 
The ring douche has already been described 
in connection with the vapor and sham 
baths. The other forms are little else than 
the direct application of a stream of water to 
the part affected. Sciatica and other nervous 
affections are very successfully treated in this 
manner. The direct douches include also 
head showers. 

THE MUD BATH 


is probably one of the most valuable features 
of the whole system ot baths. Back of the 
bath-house the springs make their appear- 
ance on the river bauk several rods from the 
stream. ‘The hot water has trickled through 
the mud there between the spring and the 
stream for untold ages. The result is that 
the soil bas become thoroughly saturated 
with the various chemical properties of 
waters, and the application of it to the parts 
of the body affected in cases ot blood poison, 
ete., has been found to be of the highest im- 
portance asa healing remedy. The house 
prepared for the application of these baths is 
just completed. 

ln my next letter I will try and give amore 
extermled view of the country and of the 
fishing and hunting in the mountains, which 
I shall try tomorrow. Onething | can as-

TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Vesterday at Louisville—-A Tobacco 
Man Arguing for Less Tax on Alcoho! 
—A Piate-Glass Man Whe Will Be 
Able to Live with a Bonus of 112 Per 
Ceut—Europeans Who Have Mad 
Enough Free Trade. | 
LOUISVILLE, Sept. 6.—The Tariff Commis- 

sioners arrived here last evening, and held a 

session this morning in the Galt House. 

Goldsborough MKobinson, Secretary and 

Treasurer of the Louisville Leaf Tobacco 

Company, read an argumentin favor of the 

removal of the internal-revenue tax on alco- 

hol used in the arts and for industrial pur- 
poses. He said that such tax was excessive, 
unjust, and prohibitory. The consamption 
of alcohol for such purposes had been, prior 
to the tax, 35 per cent of the total production 
in this country, and it was now but 5 per 
cent, and produced only $3,000,000 of rey- 
enue. ‘lhe tax legislation of any other other 
country could not show an iustance 
of such useless and injurious taxation. 
It would be impossible for the commis- 
sioti to consider the tariff question fairly 
without gathering some facts and making 
some recommendations in regard to its rela- 
tion to internal revenue. The use of alcoho! 
was necessary in almost every art and manu- 
facture, and its taxation cramped the indus- 
tries in hundreds of ways. He quoted. re- 
marks on the question made in the last ses- 
sion of Congress by Messrs. Hewitt, of New 
Y ork, Kelley, Carlisle, Willits, and Butter- 
worth. The proper remedy was to repeal 
the internal-revenue tax. red the Tariff Com- 
mission should recommend the entire aboli- 
tion of the internal-revenue system it would 
be entitled to the gratitude of the whole coun- 
try. Acertain class of thinkers had heralded 
the commis#ion to the world as being ap- 
pointed for the sole purpose of perpetuating 
and increasing the burdens of the people, 
and it would be a noble answer to that charge 
if, through measures devised by the com- 
mission, the people should be relieved froin 
that remnant of the War’s miseries cailed 

“internal revenue taxation.” In conelu- 

sion he complimented the commission as 

being free froim these local prejudices and 
influences which made it so difficult wo get

One of 
the Louisville papers this morning had 
stated that the duty on plate-glass was 112% 
per cent; but the fact was that the average 
rate of duty from 1567 to 1881 was but 49 per 
cent.

EVENING SESSION. 

In the evening a large asseinblage of la- 
dies and gentiemen assewbied to listen to an 
addiess on “Explosive -and Dangerous 
Dusts,” illustrated by apparatus and power- 
ful views, by Prot. T. W. Tobin, C. E., Ph. 
D., of the Polytechnie Seheol, Kentucky. 
The piatform was tilled ‘with tables bearing 
all sorts of chemicals and apparatus, aud be- 
fore a large screen back of the platform was 
a powerful magie lantern, from which the 
views were projected. Prof. ‘Tobin was in- 
troduced by the President, and was received 
with applause. Ue prefaced his remarks 
with the statement that he proposed to give 
his audience, in as brief a way as possible, 
his ideas of a subject that had been inter- 
esting him during the past few wontls, 
and he asked them to consider themselves 
scholars and hear their teacher for the time 
being. Last aay he had delivered an. ad- 
dress before the Millers’ Convention on the 
* Explosive Properties of Filuur Dust,’ and 
it had instructed the millers so mueh he 
had been fully repaid for his little trouble. 
This had interested him more deeply tn the 
subject and siuce then he had followed up 
his researches and would give them the result. 
With the aid of the stereopticon he would 
show them some magnified specimens of 
dust, which he bad traced under the mifcro- 
scope. The room was then darkened and 
the exhibition began. He Gloplarad about a 
dozen diagrams of wheat kernels and their 
eonstruction, showing the starch, gluten, 
etc., which forms the dust in mills. 
When the room was relighted, he said all 
the inaterial they would have to do with dur- 
ing the evening was composed of the ele- 
melts of oxygen, hydrogen, and carbon. 
Great heat combined the oxygen and hydro- 
gen and they passed away, but the carbon 
was transformed into carbonile acid gas, 
which e: pnaee areetiy. lle then proceeded 
to load a tin vessel with gas and produce an 
explosion with it to show this fact. He 
then put together equal parts of starch and 
chlorate of potesh. Separately they would 
not ignite, but when mixed they biazed up 
brilliantly. The chlorate of potash was ex- 
ceedingly rich in oxygen and it furnished the 
food for the flame. ‘Then the Professor pro- 
duced a aey of *dust whieh 
he had procu at an ax-handle 
factory. One portion was damp and 
the other had been dried. ‘The dry 
dust burned rapidly, and the damp dust 
nearly put out the light. This showed con- 
elusively that dryness was conducive to 
quick combustion, ‘The Professor then took 
a quantity of what he called good flour and 
blew it against a laine, when it blazed up 
readily. A gentlewan in the audience who 
did net believe good flour wonlua do that had 
brought what he thought was a good article 
of flour, and he asked t be teaed. It 
blazed up brighter than the other, and the 
audience had a hearty laugh at the skeptic. 
He then tried the experiment with a quan- 
tity of lycopodiom—a dust is covered 
with an oily coating and could not absorb 
moisture. It blazed up more brilliantly than 
the other dusts. The experiment was tried 
with elevator dust. It ignited readily, and 
black-walnut dust froma furniture factury 
acted the same way. In

the air was dry, and about 7 ¢’clock, when 
the explosion occurred, the air was chilly 
and almost all of the windows and dours 
were closed—two conditions favorable to an 
explosion. In the explosion in the Ilecker 
mill, in New York, the air was heavily 
eharged with moisture. To show the nature 
of a will explosion the Professor poured 
some dustinte a heavy, wooden chute, which 
had at the bottum a lanrp, and blew a 
heavy board off the top with aloud report. 
tie said the whive dustef the elevator was 
the most dangerous. By his experiments he 
proved conclusively to the underwriters the 
extreme combustible properties of all sorts 
of dry dust. ‘The dangers in a mill were as 
follows: The dust shaft should be con- 
structed of sheet-iron or brick; moisture 
should be introduced into the shaft; accumu- 
lations of dust should be avoided; and open 
lights should never be used in a mill. The 
interesting address was listened to with 
great attention by the large assemblage 
present. At its conclusion the Professor 
was tendered a vote of thanks. 

The meeting adjourned until 9 o’clock this 
morning, when te regular order of business 
will be taken up.

A Colored Man in Teunessee Hanged 
by a Mob for the Crime of Assault on 
a White Women. 

Special Diapaotch to The Chicago Tribune, 
NASHVILLE, ‘Tenn., Sept. 6.—Wilson Wade 

(colored) was lynched at Union City last 

night for an outrage committed upon Mrs. 

Young. A Union Uity special says: Since 

last Saturday the ‘Town of Union City has 

been in the highest grade of excitement 

known here for years, originating from a 

charge of rape as being committed upon the 

person of Mrs. Yourg, a lady of about 40 

years of age, the perpetrator being Wilson 

Wade (colored), about 22 years old. The 

arrest was made about one mile 

from town, on the Mobile _ Rail- 
road. In the éxeitement the color 

Hime was drawn, the blacks for protecting and 

the whites for giving him a fair trial yester- 

day morning, that being as soon as all parties 
could get ready for trial, and, inasmuch as 
there was strong proof of both his guilt and 
innocence, an examination was moved by 
the defendant’s counsel, after which he was 
committed to the Sheriff. On hearing the 
disposition made of the case cries from the 
erowd of ** Trial!” were heard in deafenin 

tenes, atthe sametime demanding the tria 

and threatening to lynch, whereupon the 
authorities agreed to go into trial 
atlo’eclock. Inthe meantime aid had been 
secretly telegraphed for from the Governor. 

Atl o’vilock, in the court-house, thetrial was 

coujmenced before Esquires Lane and Carter, 

with counsel for the State and defendant. 

The most exciting scene prevailed. After 

investigating about thirty-five witnesses it 

was near dark, and argument was deferred 
until this morning, hoping the military 
would arrive before the trial was completed. 

At ll oeclock a body of from 100 

to 3 wen came into town, arrested 

the police and disarmed them, proceeded 
to the court-house, where the prisoner Was 
being guarded by about fifteen men, took the 
guerd by surprise and disarmed them. ‘The 
Sheriff and one of his deputies were both 
present, but were powerless. They took the 
negro and carried him about half a mile 
from town on the road leading due west, and 
hanged him to a small elm tree in a field, 
ami from appearances the mob must have 
stead the prisoner upon the fence, and after 
tving the, rope pushed him off invo eternity. 

Great exeltement still prevails, as the 

hecrves are dissatisfied, and fears of trouble 

are entertained by all. The. Sheriff did all 
that could be expected to protect the prisoner. 
and during the higlest of the excitement yes- 

terday Messrs. D. WD. Bell and L. D. 

Cardwell made speecbes, appealing 

the people to let the law have its 

course, which they signified a willingness to 

do. Ajuryof inquest was hell over the 
body. ‘The verdict was that he came to his 
death by hanging at the hands of unm 
known men. The bedy was taken 
down and conveyed to town, where they 
tendered it to the colored people, but even 
the father of the deceased refused to touch 
it. They said boldly, “ You have hanged 
him, new you bury him,” and persistently 
refused to the last, and he was buried by the 
authorities.

A Pool to Be Formed on Trafle Be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis. 


Rates on Cotton Established by the Executive 
Committee of General Freight Agents. 


The St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
Raliway-—Excellent Besult of Last 
Years Basiness—Extensions aud ime 
provements, 

The annual report of the St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis & Manitoba for the year ending June 
30, 1882, has just been Issued. 

The tollowing is a comparative statment of 
the earnings and expenses of the road:

the road operated Jutie 30, 1881, was 865.45, 
Increase, 192. Total miles of sidings and 
spurs June 30, 1882, 123. ‘Total miles of sin- 
gle track June 30, 1882, 1191. The track 
from St. Paul to St. Vincent is now 
wholly laid with steel except forty miles, the 
material for completing which is on hand, 
and the work is going forward as rapidly as 
possible. ‘The track from Minneapolis June- 
tion to Breckinridge is laid with steel rails 
over its entire lengtn. 

To provide a permanent and economical 
supply of fuel, a purchase has been made of 
about 1,200 acres of coal land situated in the 
south weet corner of Boone and the southeast 
corner of Greene Counties, lowa, ‘The cost 
of this property was $¥%10,00v. 

The “short line” between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis has been completed from St. 
Paul to East Minneapolis, and the doubie 
track extended to East Minneapolis station. 
The business derived from the extensions 
Dakota tributary to the Breckinridge 
division, with the great increase in summer 
travel to Lake Minnetonka, necessitates for 
its sufe and economical handling a double 
track from Minveapolis to Wayzata, thirteen 
and a half miles. Surveys and estimates are 
now being made with the intention of pro- 
ceeding with the work without delay. 

The line built under contract with the 
Minneapolis & Northwestern Railway has 
been in operation between Minneapolis and 


Clearwater since Jan. 15. The grading and | 


bridging is completed to St. Cloud, and @he 
track will be laid by early autumn. The 
completion of this line gives practically a 
double track. between Minneapolis and St. 
Cioud, and is a valuable addition to the coas- 
pany’s property. 

A line from St. Clond to Hinckley, on the 
St. Paul & Dulpth Railread, is being e¢on- 
structed ander charter of the Minneapo- 
lis & St. Cloud Railway Company, and ar- 
rangements have been made for your com- 
pany to aequire it on its completion. The 
construction is now well advanced, and it will

The company has purchased north of Sauk 
Centre about ™,000 acres of oak timber land 
to insure a supply of ties, wood, and timber 
and is building a railway under the title of 
the Sauk Centre Northern Railway Com- 
pany, extesiding about forty-tive miles, to 
make the purchase available. 

The rapid construction of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway and the extraordinary develop- 
ment of the Canadian Northwest has been a 
source of considerable revenue to this com- 
pany, amounting to about 6 per cent of the 
passeugers and about 19 per cent of the 
freight bussiness. 

The sale of lands by the company during 

year has amounted to 205,343 acres for 
$1,105,512. The company’s land grant enm- 
braces 5,548,000 acres, of which there has 
been sold to date 1,380,180 acres.

A Pool on the Business Between Chi- 
cage and St. Louls te Be Formed— 
The Inability to Agree upea Percent- 
ages Causes a Delay in the Arrange 
meut. 

A meeting of the General Managers of the 
roads leading from Chicago to St. Lonis was 
held yesterday at the Burlington office for 
the purpose of effecting an arrangement by 
whieh rates between Chicago and St. Louis 
can be better maintained and better-paying 
rates established. Befure the extension of 
the Wabash te this city, and the estabiish- 
ment of a St. Louis line by the Burlington 
via its Rockford & Rock Island Division, the 
Alton and Illinois Central had virtually a 
monopoly on the St. Louis business, and a 
pooling arrangement between the two lines 
worked quite satisfactorily. But since 
the establishment of the other two 
lines it has been impossible to carry 
out the arrangement, and the strong eumpe- 
tition between the various lines has forced 
rates down to very low figures. The roads 
een to St. Louis have become tired of 
dol usiness at such unprofitable rates, 
and they have come to the conclusion that 
sume arrangement has to be madein order 
to make the traflic more profitable, and con- 
sequently yesterday’s meeting was arranged. 
There were present T. J. Potter, Burlington; 
C. Li. Chappell, Alton; J. C. Gault, Wabash ; 
and J. F. ‘Tucker, Llinois Central. After a 
full discussion of the subject, it was 
agreed to form a Chicago-St. Leuig pool. 
‘There was no opposition whatever to 
the proposition to furm a pool, buta snag 
was struck when the matter of dividing the 
business was reached, It was found that in 
order to give each road what it wanted over 
131 per cent would have have to be divided, 
while there was but 100 per cent to be split 
up The Alton wanted 50 per cent, the Wa- 
bash 33g, the Illinois Central 33\, and the 
Burlington 15 It was found impossible. to 

et the ruads to reduce their demands suf- 
ficiently to reach an understanding at this 
meeting, and it was therefore resolved to ad- 
journ until next week, when another ef- 
fort is to be made to effect a pool.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

Everything was quiet at the County Hospital 
yesterday... The members of the new Medical 
Board who bad been assigned to duty the day 
before were on hand, and,so far as could be 
learned, nothing occurred out of the usual or- 
der. Dr. McWilliams, one of the members of 
the old board who had been deposed, calied upon 
the County Commissioners during the day, and 
said he wanted to make a statement to the 
Hospital Committee, but that body was not in 
session, and he promised to call again today. 
He would not forecast what he bad to say, but 
the Commissioners bave an idea that he is anx- 
ious to be reinstated. They appear, however, to 
be averse to any such proposition, bis offense 
being so far as could be learned, that be joined 
in the late revolt of the old board. They con- 
cede his abilit and worth, but at the 
sume time will be * slow to replace 
him or any of the old members, on the ground 
that in order to secure harmony in tne future 
as many new men as possible must be intro- 
duced. On the question of tbe election of a 
Medical Superintendent for the institution, 
which is contemplated by the resolution 
of Commissiover, Senne, the Comumission- 
ers appeared to be almost unatimous 
against it. They argue that since the 
medical colleges have been stripped of their 
authority in the management of the institu- 
tion, it would be the part of economy to leave 
matters run on as of old, until, at least, the 
necessity for such an official becomes more ap- 
parent than itnow is. If the new board, bow- 
ever, succeeds in getting into awrangie they 
Say they will elect a Superintendent 
at once, and this idea, perhaps will 
act as a restraining inftluence—at le itis 
thoughtso. The only other question of inter- 
est in connection with the subject is the filllisx 
of the existing vacancies in the board, and the 
vacancies which are rumored as likely to occur 
on account of some of the new appointees re- 
fusing to accept. Commissioners Senne, Albright, 
and Purington, it will be remembered, failed 
to name their members, and a dozen or more 
persons ere seeking recognition at their 
bands, to say nothing of those despused who 
would like to be reinstated. Among the former 
are Dr.G. F. Lydston and Dr. Purdy, of the 
West Side, and several others; and theu again, 
the frienas of Dr. Bigelow, a member of sone 
years ago, are urging him without his knowi- 
edge. asaiso are the friends of Dr. J. Keeves 
Jackson. In the case of the latter it is claimed 
that the medical college he belongs to—tne 
Physicians and Surgcous—should be represented 
and put on a footing with the others, and it is 
more than likely that the claim wil! be recog- 
nized, and that some member of the faculty will 
be appointed. In the selevtion of the other two 
members itis highly probable that a German, 
outside of any of the colleges, will be chosen, 
end that the Woman's College will also be given 
kecoguition.

Louise arrived on thefr special train at 7:30 
yesterday morning at Kensington, accom- 
panied by their suite, the party having at 
their disposal three sleepers, a hotel and 
bagwage-cars.

Frank Allen, a Desperado, Shoots Two 
Men in a Milwaukee Saloon, One of 
Them Fatalliy—An Attempt to Lynch 
the Marderer Prevented by the Police.

BOSTON’S WATER-SUPPLY. 


It Is Inadequate to the Needs of the 
People on Account of the Prevailing 
Drouth. 

Special Dispaten to The Chicago Tribune, 

Boston, Sept. 6.—The continuance of the 

drouth is telling very unfavorably on the 
supply of water. The streams running into 
the basins and lakes are so reduced that 
they are contributing but a very 
small proportion of the water used 
in the city, and the Water Board has 
taken measures to reduce the consumption 
as much as possible. As a first step in this 
direction, it shut off the fountains, and en- 
deavored to prevent excessive use through 
hand-hose, lawn-sprinklers, ete. It is now 
obliged for the first time to stop entirely the 
use of hose uutil the drouth is broken and the 
supply replenished. On the 28th of August 
the City Engineer reported only about forty 
days’ supply in sight on the Sudbury and 
Cochituate and the Mystic Works, and seven 
days of the forty have since passed without 
any rain to increase the —— ip store. 
The board now calls on all water-takers to 
realize the effect of the long-continued 
drouth, and until we have many days of rain 
to be as sparing as possible in the use of 
water, and to stop at least everything like 
extravagauce and waste.

The same authority says: “There are some 
contracts in St. Louis and at the seaboard for 
freight-room which will probably give good de- 
mand for spot wheat fora week or two more, 
after which we expect spot wheat will be more 
difficult sale, unless at a iower range of prices, 
such as will encourage foreign buyers to in- 
crease their reserves.” 

“It is now tolerably certain,” says the San 
Francisco Journal of Commerce: “ that the sal- 
mon pack of 18#2-'83, as a whole, will be consid- 
erably less than that of the previous year, 
though not as short as was at one time 
supposed. The fish in the Columbia ran 
very light in the early part of the sea- 
son, and it was thought that we would pot 
have over half a pack; but itis now estimated 
on good authority that the pack of this year 
will be only 50,000 cases sbort of that of 1881, 
which was the largest ever known on the Colum- 
bia. Similarly, the Sacramento pack was, early 
in the season, extremely lieht; but there 1s rea- 
son to think that it will not be such a failure as 
at one time supposed, andthe shortage, though 
heavy, will probably not exceed 30,000 cases. On 
the Fraser River a very heavy packing may be 
expected, as the river is and has been for some 
time past literally choked with fish. Wo may 
expect an increase there. Similarly, on the 
other coast rivers, an increased catch may be 
expected. The run on the Rogue River has been 
the largest and most profitable ever kpown. 
From Alaska, also, we may expect a larger sup- 
ply than hitherto, and, all things considered, we 
do not believe that the total pack this year will 
be more than 80,000 cases short of that of 1881, 
when it was close on 4 million, valued at neariy 
$5,000,000.”

THE HORTICULTURISTS. 


Convention of the Mississippi Valley 
Association. 

The Mississippi Valley Horticultural So- 
ciety met at the Grand Pacific yesterday. 
The States of Lilinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Missouri, Kentucky, and Arkansas were rep- 
resented. The Chairman, Mr. Parker Earle, 
of Cobden, LI1., announced that the object of 
the meeting was to promote the interests of 
fruit-growing in the West. 

Mr. J. C. Plumb, of Milton, Wis., read a 
paper on the general conditions affecting 
fruit-growing in his State. His view was 
that successful fruit-growing in Wisconsin 
depended more on the quality of the soil and 
the exposure than on the climate and the va- 
rieties selected. The essay was chiefly de- 
voted to the apple. . Peaches, he said, had 
not been grown with profit in the State, ow- 
ing to the cold winters. 

n the afternoon a pa 
ing in Texas,” by Mr. ‘T. ¥V. Munson of Den- 
ison, was read. This paper states that the 
great State of Texas promises to be one of 
the most important fruit-raising sections of. 
the country. Along the gulf coast, oranges, 
figs, pluins, pears Southern grapes 
tiourish; in the Eastern part peaches, apples, 
and pears grow, and Southern grapes in such 
quantities that this district is likely to be- 
come a great wine-producing centre. The 
fruit belt along the Red River is the great 
fruit region of Texas. Nearly all varieties 
of Southern, Northern, and foreign grapes 
grow iuxuriantly around Denison, the 
fruit surpassing even that of California. 
Southern apples also do-wellthere. He pre- 
dicts that in twenty years Texas will be the 
leading State in the Union im the productiop 
of peaches, grapes, and wines.

first, that we bave recommended the establish- 
iment of a. postage-due division with four 
clerks, two of whom will be additional, at $840 
and $4) per annum. We also recommend the 
estublishment of a newspaper and periodical 
division with two clerks and tbree weighbers, the 
Chief Clerk or Superiutendent tu have charge 
on passing upon the admissibility of second-class 
matter to the mails, and to be located on the 
Jackson street side of the building until such 
time as the improvement in the m@thod and man- 
ner of bandling second-class matter (berealter 
mentioned) is completed) is compieted, then 
to be transferred to the front or Clark 
street side, where he will be more ae- 
cessible to the public and to his business. 
We algo recommend the estabdlishment of an in- 
quiry division with eleven clerks, tbree of 
whom, including the Superintendent, to be ad- 
dimopal to the force now employed on work 
directiy connected with such a division.

Inspector Stuart cheer- 
fully givesaip the corner room for the inquiry 
division, believing the same to be in the interest 
of the service, it baving heen proven beyona 
question that a well-regulated inquiry division 
is Of almost invaluable importance in a large 
office. We have recommended a reduction in 
the number of 
WATCHMEN 
from eleven to six, taking a saving of $4,000. 
Three of the tive watchmen we recommend to 
relieve are at present engaged in watching .the 
lobbies, a poruon of the building the Postmaster 
cannot control. If these watchmen are to be 
continued they should be paid by the Treasury 
Department. The other twoare at present en- 
gaged in watching the rear portion of the office, 
where the mails are received and dispatcped, 
There are employed at this point several dis- 
patchers, who can guard jie platform most of 
their time in addition to their other duties. We 
have, bowever, recommeuded one watchman for 
this place, und would turther recommend that 
the Postmaster issue orders prohibiting any 
employe or other person eutering the building 
at this entraoce, and it shall be the duty of the 
watchman retainea and the employés on the 
platform to see that the order is enforced. We 
have recommended a change in the 
SALARIES 

of the chief officers as follows: The Assist- 
ant Postmaster from $3,700 to $3,400 per annum; 
the Secretary from $2,400 to $1,000; the Superin- 
tendent of Mails from $5,50U to $4,200; the Su- 
perintendent of the Kegistry Division from 

2,700 to $3,000; the Superintendent of the City 
Delivery from $2,700 to $3.000. A recapitulation 
of the proposed Changes in the organizagon of 
the ollice is as follows: Fitty-eigbt new clerks 
at $40,550; 260 clerks’ increased salary, $29,250: 
total incre: S6Y,983; less reducwon, $7,780; 
amount of Wadditional alloWance, $62,050. 
Thirty of fhe additional clerks recum- 
mended are* to be assigned to the 
mailing division proper, while fifteen are 
tor the city delivery division,: inasmuch as to 
these divisions fails the great bulk of the bard 
work. The reduction in salaries comes chietly 
from the best-paid employés, while almost the 
entire increase is given to those who ure receiv- 
ing inadequate compensation for the labor they 
are performing. We found 346 clerks in the 
oifice outside of the money-order room. The 
places of five bave been abolished and tifty- 
— additional clerks are recommended, mak- 


A TOTAL CLERICAL FORCE 
for the office of 300, ten of whom will be con- 
sidered as temporarilyemployed. Of the 346 old 
clerks in the office, the salaries of 2600 are to be 
increased, the salaries of sixty-one are to be re- 
duced, while the compensation of sixty-five will 
remain uuchanoged. he average amount of 
increase to the 260 is something over $100 each. 
In the registry division we found help sufficient 
to perform the work of the division as it is run- 
ning at present, which is at an increase of about 
li per cent over the same time last year, but 
it will be observed that we have pro- 
vided four the employment of several clerks 
for temporary service for four months, com- 
mencing Dec. l, during which period the regis- 
try work is always much iarger than at any 
other season of the year. As a fact to illustrate 
the importance of 
THE CHICAGO REGISTRY OFFICE, 
allow us to state that the numberof pieces of 
matter bandied in transit is equal to the oum- 
ber bandied at the New York, Philadelpbia, and 
Boston offices combined. This fact further il- 
lustrates the importance of the Chicago Post- 
Ufiice as a point of distrinpuuon. We desire 
to say that the services of four clerks 
now engaged in handling second-class matter in 
the basement will be dispensed with when the 
contemplated improvement for hangling this 
matter is made. We have noted them on the 
plan of organization as “ temporary,” and if the 
improvements were now completed the addi- 
tional allowance for the office would be $2,880 
less (han the sum named. As at the other large 
offices, we have recommended that the Superin- 
tendents of stations no longer reveive the 
COM MISSIONS 


for money-order work, but that the amount of 
the aliowance be considered as so much toward 
the utlowance for clerks, The compensation of 
Station Superintendents we have fixed according 
to the importance of the station, as will be seen by 
referring to the pian of organization. We would 
recommend important cbanges in the carrier 
and station service that will materially affect 
the matter of clerk-hire at Mations, but we are 
of the opinion that such changes shou!d pot be 
made yet. Possibly in a few months these 
changes can be made, when a considerabie sum

There are deposited in the Chicago office Trom 
thirteen to fifteen tous Gaily, or about eighty

Since the Govern- 
ment Bullding has been completed tbis vast 
amount of mutter has been handled, owing to 
the bad arrangement of the approaches, with 
the grewtest possible inconvenience, it bas 
been urioaded from the wagons upon a plat- 
form at the sotitheast corner of the building, 
said platform bewg much hieber than the wag 
on¢.

The 
telegrapnwoftice in the lobby of the ollices in 
New York and Boston is a great convenieuce to 
the Postmaster, Superintendent of the Kailway 
Mail Service, Inspectors, other Government of- 
ficers docupying the building, and the patrons 
of the Office, and we feel contident that the 
sume wonid be a great eonvenience ia the lobby 
of the Chicago office. We aiso recommend that 
a copy Of this portion of our report be referred 
to the Supervising Architect for tavorable cou- 
sideration. it niay be well to state that when 
the new pian for handling the second-ciuss mat- 
ter gues into effect a slight change can be 
made in the receiving and dispatching room 
in the registry division, whick will make the 
Chicago registry office the very best arranged 
of anyin this country. it will aiso give the 
room now occupied by’the Superintendent of 
the newspaper and periodical division to the 
local agent of the Kailway Mail Service, and the 
postal clerks, who really need better accommo- 
dations on that tloor. [It might aiso be well tu 
state that we made no examivation whatever of 

THE MONEY-ORDER DIVISION 
in the Chicago office. preferring to leave the ex- 
anpnnavion of that brunch of the service, as we 
did at other offices, to tbe regular money-order 
Inspectors. We ascertained that the Postmaster 
exercised as much care as possible 
in making appointments to  ~plavces’_ in 
the office, trying, in every instance, 
to secure vigorous, active, and intelligent 
young men. In this oflice appuintments are 
Inade, as they ure to niost posiuions in the Gov- 
eroment service, upon the recommendations of 
prominent officials or reputable citizens. It is 
generally understood, however, that no recom- 
mendadion will be recognized by the Postmaster 
uniess the applicant recommended is the 
kind of un individual the service requires. 
The clerks employed in this office § ap- 
pear to be generally’ of the right stamp. 
Of course there are bere, as well as there 
ure in other laryve oilices, some old men who have 
long been in the service, but they are generally 
given Wock to do that requires no particular 
baste or skill, and thus their declining years are 
made pleasant to themselves and satisfactory to 
their country. 
IN FIXING THE SALARIES 

of the elerks in the Chicago office we have con- 
sidered the position, not the person. The sala- 
ries of not a few empioyés we would be pleased 
to Increase, anid, on the other band, there are 
those whose Salaries ougbt to be reduced. We 
feel it is our province to deal entirely with the 
Dositions, leaving the matter of fliling them 
eulirely to the gvod judgment of the 
Postmaster. In ixing the sum to 
be paid to each clerk, and thereby getting at the 
actual allowance necessary for cierk-hire at the 
office, we have not only provided for the work 
of today, but we bave provided for the work of 
the near future as well,as we have in every 
other instance. Weare of the opinion that the 
allowance for clerks at this office,as agreed 
upon by us, will be sufficient for the needs of 
the oflice, with possibly siight moditications, for 
at ieast a year, and quite likely longer, 
unless, of course, sowne extraordinary 
and unlooked-for increase of business 
occurs. Our provisions will cover the usual! in- 
cremse fora yeur, or a year anda half, and will 
insure an excellent service. During our sojourn 
in Chicagwo we bad many talks with the Pust- 
master, the Superintendents of the ditferent di- 
Visions, and ofhers, relative to various meth- 
ods for improving the service. So numerous, in 
fact, were the subjects discussed that it would 
be impossible to note them in this connectuuon, 
yet we feel like saying that we are satistied that 
much good to the service will result from our 
visit. The postai service in Chicago, as eise- 
ven. is not altogether unpleasant. The duties

While the Postmaster should exercise great care 
in selecting people to fill the places, he should 
not lose sight of the fact that, in urderto make 
the service popular, not only good work, but 
g00d looks as well, is almost indispensable. The 
carriers and clerks should be expected to appear 
neat and tidy in their personal appearance, and 
to avoid at alltimes that which is pot becoming 
to gentiemen in any of the walks in life.

SMALL-POX. 


Immicrant-Inspection Service, National 
Board of Mealth—Operations in the 
Western District During the Moath 
of August. 

SPRINGFIELD, LL, Sept. 6, I8S88—Thefollow- 
ing report of the operations during the month 
of August, 1882, of the Immigrant-[nspection 
Service, National Board of Health, in the 
district under my supervision, is respect- 
fully submitted. 

An agevregate of 16,014 inspections were 
mace by the seven Assistant Inspectors, who 
performed 5,125 vaecinations upon immi- 
grants tound to be either imperfectly or hot 
at all protected by previous vaccination or at- 
tack of small-pox. This is in the ratio of 
about 20 per cent of vaccinations as against 
16 percent during the mouth of June and 
July. 

It is not to be inferred from this, however, 
that the proportion of unprotected immigrants 
is larger than in the previous months, On the 
contrary, increasing evidence’ has been 
found throughout the month of greater care 
and vigilance on the part of steamship sur- 
geons generally, and of some of the In- 
spectors east of this district—notably at 
Port Jlurow@ Mich.—and a much larger pro- 
portion of recent vaecinations has been met 
with as the result of this care and vigilance. 

An analysis of the Inspectors’ reports 
shows the highest ratio (nearly 33 per cent) 
of vaccinations to inspections to have ‘been 
made among unmigrants arriving via Balti- 
wore. And this is due to the cause indicated 
in my last report—namely: the neglect of 
surgeous of steamers arriving at that port to 
enforee vaccination, although there has been 
avery decided improvement in this respect 
during the past month, 

‘The smaltiest ratio of vaccinations to in- 
spections—in other words, the smallest 
number of unprotected immigrants out of 
a given number arriving in -this district-—- 
is that amoung passengers by the Grand 
‘Trunk Railway. Only 5% percent of these 
were found to need vaccination by the Lili- 
nois Inspector, that work having been thor- 
oughly performed by the Lospettors at. Port 
lluron. ‘The ratio on this road has steadily 
declined from 56 per centin June to 8.5 per 
cent in July and 3.5 per cent in August. 
During the latter part of the month «all of 
the arrivals by this road were found to be 
protected. 

Of the arrivals in this district during the 
past three months, my observations go to 
show that fifty-four out of every 100 Immi- 
grants were protected against small-pox be- 
fore landing in this country, In one of the 
three following methods: 

Three out of every 100 by a previous attack 
gf semall-pox: 

* Forty-three out of every 100 by a mature 

successful vaccination: 

Kight out of every 100 by a recent success- 
ful vaecivation or revaccination performed 
on shipboard. 

Taking the whole season throughout, only 
twenty-two out of every 100 steerage passen- 
gers have veen vaccinated on shipboard: but 
this number is nearly doubled for the latter 
part of August, when it rose to forty-one .in 
every 100, Of on per cent ar by the steam- 


ship-surgeons, 362 per cent are now success- 
ful, but there are@iill nearly two-thirds fail- 
ures in the aggregate, 

Less than 4 per rent of the arrivals in Chi- 
cago are found to have been vaccinated at all 
eastern points, exelusive of Port Lluron: at 
this latter station nearly 36 per cent of those 
destined for Lilinvis and westward are vacci- 
nated. 

in the Western District, thus far, a little 
over 4%) per cent of the unprotected arrivals 
have been vaccinated by the inspectors with- 
in the district, before enterihg or crossing the 
State—the 5 or4 percent escaping vaccina- 
tion being composed of cases where contra- 
indicating conditions existed, or where the 
operation was refuse, 

‘The necessity for this mode of exeluding 
imported small-pox contagion has received 
signal confirmation during the month by t wo 
local outbreaks of the diseasein Illinois, 
which show that, notwithstanding all the 
efforts made to secure the proper vaccinal 
protection of the State, there are still joecali- 
ties where the introduction of the infection 
is sufficient to diseover unprotected individ- 
uals enough to cause considerable alarm. 

In Jersey County eight cases and one 
death, up to date of last report, had resulted 
from a suit of second-hand clothes bought in 
St. Louis by a railroad-hand, and brought to 
Elsah, where the first cases appeared in a 
family to which the clothes were taken to be 
washed, From Elsah it was carried to Jer- 
seyville, where three cases have resulted 
among hands employed by the Wabash Kail- 
road Company. 

‘Ten cases have occurred near Iarrison- 
ville, Monroe County—the source of con- 
tagion being infected bedding, clothing. etc., 
thrown into the Mississippi Kiver, and lode- 
ing upon an island where the outbreak oc- 
curred, 

With the above exceptions, there has been 
only one case of varjoloid in the State (out- 
side of Chicago) .since June 2. The case 
referred to is thatof afarmer returning to 
Paxton, Ford County, from France, with a 
cargo of imported horses. He was carried 
in a Danish stock-boat, the Friga, and cop- 
tracted the disease from a stock-man on 
board who was suffering with a mild case of 
varioloid, The attending physician writes 
that ‘“‘there was no examination ab New 
York,” and as the man did not travel as an 
immigrant, he, of course, escaped inSpection 
by the service. 

In Chicago there have been only twenty- 
four cases and five deaths during the month: 
and at the close of the month there were only 
three cases under treatment in the hospital 
and two in the city. 

‘l'o the table presented last month are now 
added the figures for August, showing the 
continued decline in that city since begin- 
ning inspection:
